Lifeless xiodies Landed.

Kinsale and it has been reported that 
an armed trawler accompanied by two 
fishing boats has pickcfl up 100 others.

Queenstown, May 8.—(1:16 p. TO.) — 
The various craft that yesterday after- 
noon Went out from here to tlio scene 
of the Lusitania disaster, returned to 
Queenstown last night and early this 
morning. All of them brought survivors 
in greater or less number. 
It is now 
estimated here that 600 will be the out-1 
side number of those saved. 


The body of Charles Frohman, the 
New York theatrical manager, has been 
recovered and broufjbt to Queenstown, 
where it is now being embalmed. 
As 
yet there is no reported trace of Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt, Elbert Hubbard and other 
American notables who were passengers 
aboard the doomed liner. 


The latest rescue boats to arrive are 
brin;iing mosth'^ bodies of the dead pick- 
ed up from the waters at the scene of 
the disaster. 
The dead now here num- 
ber 124, and many of them are women. 


The naval authorities of Queenstown 
are rendering every assistance possible 
in the removal of the dead and in as- 
sisting the injured to hospitals. 
The 
manager of the Ciinard line has taken 
ample hotel accommodations as well as 
rooms in lodging houses, and here the 
survivors are bein? sent. 


Dead and Injured. 


Queenstown has never witnessed such 
a scene before. 
The dead are being con- 
veyed to morgues and undertaking es- 
tablishments and numbers of motor cars 
have been brought into service to take 
the injured to hospitals. 
The less ser- 
iously injured are being helped ashore 
by sailors and soldiers. 


Both men and women rescued, if they 
are able to ivalk, refuse to remain in 
their liolflsi. 
They haunt the doclis, 
waiting and watching for friends and 
relatives. 


Many of the survivors are still be- 
wildered from their terrible experiences 
and their accounts of the sinking of the 
Lusitania are not entirely clear. 
It is 
to be noted, howe%'er, that one and all 
unite in eulogizing the manner in which 
the ship's ofiicers behaved.

for a crystallization of public opinion 
to aid in laying out the course the Uni- 
ted States will pursue in this latest in- 
ternational complication—the gravest the 
president has faced since the outbreak 
of the European war. 


Nowhere in administration circles is 
there any disposition to minimize the 
situation.' but President 
Wilson while 
seeking the facts, hopes that the coun- 
try will assume a patient attitude and 
reserve full judgment until all complete 
information is at hand. 
As more details 
began coming in activities at the white 
house and the executive departments of 
the government disclosed how much ad- 
ministration officials realize the tensity 
of the situation. 


Bryan Cables Gerard. 


Secretary Bryan cabled 
Ambassador 
Gerard at Berlin to informally ask the 
Cerman government for its report on 
the disaster, and to Ambassador Page 
at London, he sent messages urging re- 
newed efforts to aid the suffering and 
gather information.

Stone Counsels Calmness. 


Chairman Stone pointed out that qual- 
ifying circumstances be taken into con- 
sideration because the Lusitania was a 
belligerent vessel but he considered the 
attack on the American steamer Gul- 
flight, a much 
more 
serious 
offense 
against neutrality. 


The American consuls at Queenstown 
and vicinity were ordered to render every 
assistance to the injured and survivors 
and take testimony. 


The president, Secretary Bryan and 
other members of the cabinet were vis- 
ibly depressed. 
Person.s who talked with 
them 
found them sick at 
heart 
and 
grieved at the horror of the catastrophe. 
Notwithstanding that warning had been 
given, it had been regarded as incon- 
ceivable by high officials that threat- 
ened sinking of the vessel would actual- 
ly be carried into effect. 


One Fact 
Uppermost. 


The fact that the Lusitania was a 
British ship, flying the British flag and 
even had contraband of war aboard, did 
not remove from their minds the ever 
recurrent thought that a hostile subma- 
rine deliberately destroyed the ship with 
the knowledge that hundreds of defense- 
less » neutrals and women and children 
were aboard. 


Everywhere that aspect overshadowed 
the legal phases of the case, for, while 
tl'.ere is to be no precedent in interna- 
tional law for the attack without warn- 
ing of a belligerent merchantman, it wag 
realized that defense might be made on 
the cliarge that guns were mountetl on 
the deck.

Queenstown, May 8.—A sharp look- 
out for submarines was kept aboard the 
Lusitania as she approached the Irish 
cooat, .according to.

Queenstown, May 5.—10 a.* m.—The 
bodies of victims from the Lusitania are 
arriving on every incoming boat.

Cunard line warehouse, which is fitted 
up as a temporary morgue, already hus 
been filled up and sixt.y more bodies 
have been taken to the town hall. 
Ad- 
ditional dead lie in hoteis and boarding 
houses, the victims of injuries and ex- 
haustion. 
Still otheis arc at the . hos- 
pitals, to which were takon those whose 
condition appeared most serious.

little children who were brought ashore 
clasped in each others arms have not 
been identified.

One wo^ 
man more than seventy years old, was 
taken from the water after having been 
kept afloat for some time by the life 
belt she w^ore.

Cashier, is Said to Be 
in New York.

8.—Edward J. 
King, the missing cashier of the Bugger 
State bank, is alive and well in New 
York city, according to a letter received 
by Marion Dngger, one of tlie directors 
of the bank. iMr. Dugger refuses to give 
out the remaining contents of the let- 
ter. 
It is said, 
however, 
that King 
'wrote that 
the directors should not 
look for him, as he would either return 
to Dugger or kill himself within thirty 
days. 
Michael Young, a business part- 
ner of King, received several building 
and loan books which came from King, 


The bank has filed suit against King 
to recover $34,000, which is alleged to 
have been wrongfully taken. 
The com- 
plaint states that o-n the night of King's 
disappearance he took $6,000 in cash be- 
longing to the bank. 


It is further alleged that while he 
was acting as cashier, by making -fals« 
entries, he defrauded the bank of $10,- 
000 and at divers times appropriated to 
his own use small sums aggi'egati 
$3,000. It is added'that hg wrongfully 
sold bonds to the value of $4,000 and by 
means of false certificates of deposit 
and notes converted $5,000 to his own 
use. 
By false entries King is accused 
of misappropriating $6,000 of the funds 
of the bank, making a total of $34.000 
wrongfully taken. 


The complaint asks that all c* 
property of the former cashier be at- 
tached and held for tlie plaintiffs bene- 
fit. 
It is understood that this suit is 
only one of a series of actions that will 
be begun to recover as much of King's 
alleged shortage as ^jossible.

Elbert Hubbard, editor of the Phil- 
istine, autlior of essays and publisher at 
East Aurora, is known throughout the 
country as "Fra Elbertus." He intend- 
ed to conduct an investigation of the 
war and was accompanied by Mrs. Hub- 
bard. 


Charles Frohman, theatrical manager 
and producer, whose name had not been 
included among the survivors, was an- 
other passenger. 
He was acconipanied 
by Justus Forman, playwright and au- 
thor. 
Charles Klein, one of the best 
known American playwrights, also ac- 
companied Mr. Frçhman.

principle. 
This principle is that all the 
people are responsiltile for children who 
for any reason whatever are without 


the support of their natural breadwin- 
ner. 


In February of 1911, Judge Henry 
Neil secured the adoption by the Illi- 
nois legislature of the

mothers' 
pension law. In the fall of 1912 moth- 
ers' pensions became an issue in a large 
number of states and by the following 
summer laws had been passed by eigh- 
teen or nineteen states. 


"Tlie states which now give mothers' 


pensions will find it a great economy 
to taxpayers, the greatest humanitarian 
plan so far proposed, and the most ef- 
fective means of building up the rising 
generation and preventing the produc- 
tion of sickly or criminal citizens," said 
Judge Neil.

The jitney yesterday reached the dig- 
nity of having a national convention in 
Kansas City. 
Not evAi the ubiquitous 
movie grew as rapidly in its early days 
as this newest transit phase. 
It haa 
been heralded and welcomed as a solu- 
tion and revolution of transit problems. 
Its transcontinental 
wake 
has 
been 
marked by traction wails over decreased 
earnings and proposed legislative curbs. 
In turn it threatens to become a prob- 
lem. 


The jitney picks out the profitable, 
short hauls, where the traffic is heaviest. 
It is, naturally, not anxious 
to 
lose 
money carrying passengers farther than 
it needs to, or to maintain ^ 
rain-or- 
shine service in slack as well as rush 
hours. 
Speculation as to whether the 
jitney owners are allowing for wear and 
tear, and whether they can make enough 
to buy a new jitney when needed should 
interest them more than anyone 
else. 
Solicitude about this on 
tiie part of 
traction rivals is disedhnted 
bj' 
their 
evident fear that the jitney is making 
enough money to stay in 
the 
game. 
There is another aspect that comes di- 
rectly home to the public. If the jitneys 
reduce the earnings of the established 
traction roads by gobbling up the profit- 
able short-haul 
business, what 
effect 
may this have on the traction service to 
the outlying districts where tlie jitney 
does not go? 
Jitney enthusiasts predict 
the superseding of the trolley by the 
jitne}- as tffn trolley displaced the cable 
and the cable the horse car. If that ever 
happens it will mean beyond doubt zone 
fares—two and throe "jitneys'' instead of 
the one nimble nickel. 


Doubtless the jitney as a competing 
element in transit may compel greater 
consideration for the straphanger, but 
it is a siiort-sighted view to regard it as 
ushering in a transit niillenium. 
It is 
another rose that has a thorn. 
Blind 
partisanship for either jitney or trolley 
is unwise. 
It is a subject to be consid- 
ered from all angles, temporary benefits 
not being allowed to blind us from see- 
ing possible graver drawbacks.

Break your bread into small pieces 
and It-t simmer for three-fourths of an 
hour in the milk and water, having al- 
wa-ys enough liquid so that the soup 
will be of the consistency of thick to- 
mato 
soup when done.

should 
have salted the water to taste before 
putting the bread in.

is done, flavor with a little sugar and 
a bit of carroway seed.

"Ninety-nine per cent, of railroad ac- 
cidents are not accidents in the true 
sense of the word." 


This is the statement of a man who 
has spent years in the study of indus 
trial safety, and who has come to the 
conclusion that the railroad accident is 
as rare as hen's teeth, and that most of 
the injuries, deaths and property de- 
»truction occasioned by the running of 
railway trains are due to carelessness, 
could be avoided, and therefore do not 
come under the head of "accident." 


A number of years ago the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad inaugurated a cam- 
paign for safety of passengers and em- 
ployes. 
It asked for a slogan, and of- 
fered a prize to the employe who would 
contribute the best short motto to bring 
safety to the mind of the employe. 


"Safety First" resulted, and all the 
railroads of the coimtry took up the 
cry until statistics show that accidents 
are not nearly as numerous on the roaxis 
as the- were ten, or five or even two 
years ago. 


In this city the Pennsylvania company 
•was one of the earliest converts to the 
new "fad." The traction company stands 
out among the leaders in the 
move- 
ment, and the other, railroads all ha,ve 
followed closely. 


The Pennsy Way. 


After working in a haphazzard way 
for several years the local division of 
the Pennsylvania company was organ- 
ized into a "safety division" and a safe- 
ty committee was named to investigate 
dangers and to eliminate them. 


'The committee meets once or twice a 
month at the office of K. L. Sheeler, of 
i the law department, and goes over the 
conditions with a view. to 
improving 
th«n. 
Th« committee' is made up of 


men from the various 
departments 
Hartey Hall, representing the mainten- 
ance of way;; J«mes A. 
Graham, the

Following each accident on the road 
representatives of the company rush to 
tlie 
spot, 
and 
in 
many 
cases 
Ed, 
F. Perry, the staff 
photographer, is 
taken along that accurate and definite 
views may be had of the scene of the 
accident and the conditions for refer- 
ence at a future date, even though the 
place itself be changed. 


It was because of this action that the 
pictures shown above were taken. The 
word of an accident flashed in along 
the wire to the local office was picked 
up by the police, maintenance of Avay 
and other departments, and in a very 
few hours they have representatives on 
the ground and have the protographs 
taken and filed. 


The pictures above are typical exam- 
ples of the result of not heeding the 
safety first signal. 


None of Them Looked. 


The pair of pictures in the top row 
illustrate the accident in which a wom- 
an lost her life some four or five weeks 
ago at Monroeville, Ind. She was driv- 
ing in a closed wagon, and came along 
the road going slowly 
(indicated by 
white dash line), As she came out from 
behind the farm house 800 feet from 
the crossing she came into sight of the 
train, and had she once looked out she 
could have seen it coming. 
The way 
is clear and the shadows of the auto- 
mobiles in the picture, taken by Mr. 
Perry shortly after the accident, indi- 
cate that the day was bright and clear. 


The engineman saw the wagon ap- 
proach, but even before he saw it he 
sounded the crossing 
whistle. , Theii, 
when he nearcd the crossing he saw thai 
the driver of the wa/ron was payinp; ho 
attention :md lie threw' "oh the brakes 
tqd abinided the; éMiget sigmli^^^B»^ 


crossing, but the woman evidently en- 
grossed in her own thoughts, heard noth- 
ing, and drove on to her death. 
The 
horses were flung into the air, and the 
body was pulled out a minute later from 
beside the fence. The photograph shows 
the blood spattered over the side cur- 
tains of the wagon. 


Had Curtains Down. 
When the husband saw that the wom- 
an did not heed the whistling, he gal- 
loped his horse for some quarter of a 
mile, to save hor and even stood up in 
his wagon and shouted to her, but she 
heard him no more than the shrill dan- 
ger whistle of the locomotive, and went 
on. When they came to investigate, while 
the body still lay warm and bleeding 
on the "slab in a local 
morgue, 
they 
found that the woman was so shiit in 
that she could see neither to the right 
nor to. the left. 
That her vision was 
obscured by heavy curtains, drawn too 
tight to open, and that she had trusted 
to luck when she drove on the track. 
- To play safe sho would have had to 
stop completely, to have looked care- 
fully in both directions, and to have 
listened. 
She did none of these things, 
and she died on the tracks. Few people 
atop, look and listen. 
I/ast year- the 
railroads, killed or seriously injured four- 
teen people a-day. •

accurately wlien 'safety first' work first 
started, since such work is closely as- 
sociated with successful operation. 


"As a feature of successful operation, 
tlic company lias always made very lib- 
eral allowances for maintenance, 
and 
carefully prepared standards and speci- 
fications have been wori<ed out for the 
various materials used in maintenance 
and construction. 
Large forces of in- 
spectors are employed to see tliat in the 
manufacture or purchase of materials 
these specifications arc complied with, 
A physical and chemical laboratory is 
raaintaine<l at Altoona, where 
various 
tests are conducted to ascertain in what 
mannov these specifications 
may 
be 
amended to insure securing of better 
materials. 


"Tracks are inspected both day and 
night by a competent force of track 
walkers who register at specified places 
at regular intervals to insure faithful 
performance of duty. 
At points along 
the railroad where land slides might oc- 
cur special watchmen are permanently 
located to detect such slides and prompt- 
ly report same ..and take necessary ac- 
tion to protect train. 


"All bridges are inspected in great de- 
tail each nionth by competent inspec- 
tors and immediate steps taken to rem- 
edv any defects discovered. ; In addi- 
tion to these monthly inspections, the 
division officials make semi-annual in- 
spection of all bridges on their divi- 
sion and once each year àll bridges are 
also inspected by représentatives- of the 
engineer of maintenjance of . way. 
With 
the view of seouring a higher standard 
in- bridge, construction, steel bridges are 
rapidly . being replaced with those of 
îstoné and concrète conefruction., ' ;

propertj', and, with this idea in view, 
have from time to time directed that 
investigations be made of the cause of 
accidents and what must be done to 
prevent recurrence of same. 


"Commencing about April 1, 1904, each 
accident 
was "carefully 
investigated 
through correspondence with the divi- 
sion ofticials, and in view of the results 
obtained and the large amount of corre- 
spondence involved, a force was detailed 
to handle this subject in a systematic 
manner under the direction of the <ien- 
eral manager, thereby constituting a de- 
partment for the investigation of acci- 
dents. Instructions were issued that all 
accidents, regardless of the amount of 
damage involved or extent of casualties 
to persons should be reported in detail 
by the officer in charge of the division 
or department in which it occurred. A 
general study is made of each accident 
with respect to the actual cause, the 
former record of the person or persons 
responsible for itj whether they are prop- 
erly fitted for the positions" they hold, 
together with what action is necessary, 
to prevent a similar occurrence. 


"Accidents resulting in loss of life or 
serious damage to property are imme- 
diately investigated on the ground by 
special committees appointed 
by 
the 
general manager, and composed of ex- 
perts from the various departments of 
the service. It is th© duty of these com- 
mittees ' to determine the cause of the 
accidents, fixe the responsibility therefor 
and make recommendations to avoid a 
recurrence." 


"The investigation in connection with 
accidents include' every branch of the 
service, comprising not only the road- 
bed, apd e<)uipment, but the ahop oper- 
ation, tool equipment and machinery, 
etc;, and every possible effort is made 
toi .Mceriain the correct cauae of each 
4écMeBti and what action can be taken 


action shall be taken to prevent a re< 
currence, and where there is a difference 
of opinion between the Tarloua loeal 
departments such cases are carried to 
the highest officials in the departmMts 
involved for the purpose of narmonix- 
ing opinions and determining the cor- 
rect cause. 


"An important feature in the pre- 
vention of accidents is the maintenance 
of proper discipline, and therefor« the 
responsibility is carefully fixed and suit- 
able discipline applied in each case. Aa 
discipline on the Pennsylvania railroad 
is primarily a corrective measure, em- 
ployes responsible for accidents are not 
disciplined in proportion to the ftinotinfc 
of damage caused by their derelictions, 
but rather on the basis of the gravity 
of the violation of the rules and their 
previous record, and all cases of disci- 
pline are carefully recorded. 
In case 
an employe is incapacitated through-ac- 
cident, even though such accident is due 
to his own carelessness, his serrfce® are 
not dispensed with, but he is given em- 
ployment suited to his 
abilities 
and 
physical condition whereby he may earn 
a living Wage.

are 100^000,000 acres ot practically vir- 
gin forest and woodlands. Twenty mil- 
lion acres of this land is covered yith 
real forests—tre9s Tanging 
in 
height 
from 75 to 100 feet and in diameter 


from 12 to 24 inches. 


The other 80,000.000 acres of wood- 
lands is covered with trees a fair per- 
centage of which are of value as saw 
material and the rest for 
fuel 
purr 
poses. 
. 


The coast forests alone contam ap- 
proximately 
75,000,000,000 feet of mer- 
chantable saw timber, of which the an- 
nual cut is estimated at 27,000,000 board 
feet. 


This is merely touching the forests, 
however, for practically the entire for- 
est of the coast region is over-mature. 
It has been accumulating for ages and 
only slightly injured by fire or cutting. 


Tt is predicted, however, 
that 
the 
building of. Uncle Sam's railroad 
from 
iSeward to 
Fairbanks 
will boom 
the 
timber industry along the Kenai penin- 
sula by providing a quick and cheap 
way of getting the timber out. 
Al- 
ready Seward, the southern terminal of 
the road, has several big saw mills. 


In the coast forests of southeastern 
and 
southern Alaska the species 
are 
chiefly western hemlock, Sitka eprnce, 
western red cedar and yellow 
cedar, 
with occasional specimens of 
lodgepole 
-or shore pine, black hemlock, 
Alpine 
fir, black and white spruce, balsam pop- 
lar, black Cottonwood, Oregon alder and 
several birches and willows. 


Logging in the southern part of Alas- 
ka is now carried on in the 
crudest 
methods. 
Altiiough logging 
machinery 
was tried out in the early 
it is 


now carried on entirely by hand. 
The 
result is that only the best trees and 
iho.se convenient to waterways are cut. 


The logs aie frequently made 
the 
v.hole length of the tree and are jack- 
ed up and rolled into the water, where 
they are tied into huge rafts and float- 
ed lO the saw mills by tugs. 


The forests of 
interior 
Alaska 
are 
i,raeticall\- all included within the drain- 
a.t;c baisins of the Yukon and Kuskokwim 
rivers and are chiefly of the woodland 
t} pe. 


Tiie best timber of spruce, lyrnh and 
poplar gi-ows in the 
valleys of 
the 
streams, partici;larly 
along 
the 
Ta- 
nana and fine birch and aspen are found 
on the slopes of creeks which have a 
silt soil. 


This is particularly true in the Fair- 
hanks district, whioh is to be the north- 
ern terminal of 
the 
Tpitpd 
States- 
owned railroad, where «0,000 cords of 
wood are cut annually for use in Fair- 
banks and the nearby mining regions. 
The town alone uses' 15,000 to 20,000 
cords a year. 
And yet the Avoodiands 
in that region, except where fire has 
got in its work, are tangled and over- 
mature. 


With the openin«? of the government 
railroad Alaska will eventuallv export 
cmi.'siMprable lumbpr as well as coal, al- 
though it IS not likely that it will ever 
seriously compete with ihe fine grades 
of lumber gi'own in Oregon and Wash- 
ingfon. 


The most promising future is in uti- 
li7.ing fho wood for pulp. 
Both spruce

there's 20,000,000 acres of such forest 
land in Alaska. 


and hemlork are good pulp woods and

Then came a terrific crash as 
the missle pierced the liner's side fol- 
lowed almost immediately by another 
•which littered the decks with wreck- 
age. 


The course of the liner was at once 
turned towards shore. 
Four torpedoes 
apparently were fired at the Lusitania 
but only two of thera found their mark.

Profoundly Affected. 


Profoundly affected by the news that 
great loss of life followed the torpedoing 
of the British liner Lusitania President 
Wilson 
and 
officials 
of 
the 
United 
States government wanted to leam to- 
day how many Americans were 
among 
the victims. 


In view of the warning given to Ger- 
many that the latter would be held to 
a strict accountability for any loss of 
American lives whether aboard neutral 
or belligerent craft, the eyes of officials 
and diplomatists were 
turned 
toward 
the white house, where rests the final 
decision on the policy to be pursued. 


Everywhere it was admitted that a 
grave international situation had arisen, 
the extent of American interest being 
difficult to forecast as yet because of 
the meagre reports as to the disa-ster 
and the lack of 
information concern 
ing the number of citizens of the United 
States lost. 


Some members of congi-ess were here 
today, including senators on the foreign 
relations committee but they were un- 
able la predict what the government's 
course would be. 
Many thought that 
no important 
action 
would be 
taken 
without calling a special session of con- 
gress as the president heretofore 
has 
consulted both hoxises whenever a seri- 
ous situation has arisen in the nation's 
foreign affairs. 


Wilson Eager for News. 


President Wilson nrose early and read 
the newspapers aJid such 
official dis- 
patches aWit the Lusitania as had been 
received before breakfast. 
He went, as 
is his ctistom on Saturday, to the golf 
links, leaving word that if any import- 
ant details were received they were to 
be sent to him immediately. 


Telegi-ams from friends and relatives 
of passengers on the Lusitania began 
arriving at the white house early in the 
morning. 
They were immediately re- 
ferred to the state department. 


There was 
every indication ' at 
the 
white house that while President Wil- 
son was deeply shocked at the loss of 
American lives was determined to await 
a thorough investigation before deter- 
mining upon a course of action for the 
United States. Officials reiterated that 
he would tAke no steps until all avail- 
able information had been gained. 


Keeping in Close Touch. 


Officials went about making arrange- 
ments to receive direct all messages be- 
ing sent to the state department and

Chairman Stone's Statement.

But for us, it seems to me that trooil 
sense dictates that we keep our hea.ds 
lint il we get our bearings.

True, there were Ameri- 
can citizens abroad, but it must not be 
forjiotten that they went aboard a bel- 
ligerent ship with full knowledire of the 
risk and after official warning by the 
German government. 
When on board a 
British vessel they were on Britidi •'Oil. 
Was

their position 
substantially 
equivalent to being within the walls of 
a fortided city? 
If American citizens 
stay within a city besieged or threaten- 
ed and the enemy attacks what should 
our government do if our citizens slionld 
be injured?

Several of the many forms that tu- 
berculosis or consumption may take in 
attacking the human family, are pointed 
« u t in à circular issutxl by the Indiana 
Society for the Prevention of Tubercu- 
losis. 


"Don't, wait for a cough to develop 
•before you admit that you may have 
tuberculosis," says the society. 
"The 
disease often develops beyond the stage 
"*vhere it can be controlled 
before 
a 
regular or intermittent 
cough 
is np- 
ticed." 


Pulmonary 
tuberculosis, though 
the 
Inost common 
form 
of 
tlie 
"white 
plague," is only one of the many forms 
of the disease which may, and does at- 
tack nearly ever.y organ and part 
of 
the body. 
For instance, "white swell- 
ing" is 
tuberculosis 
of 
the bones 
or 
joints. 
"Summer complaint" in infants 
is often tuberculosis of the digestive or- 
gans. 
"Chronic diarrhoea" is frequently 
tuberculosis of the intestines. 
Frequent 
clearing of the throat indicates tuber- 
culosis of 
tlie larynx. 
"Hunchbacks" 
often are so deformed because of tuber- 
culosis of the spine. 
A "cold"' that le- 
sists the usual treatment for colds may 
indicate pulmonary tuberculosis. 


"If 3-ou would 
avoid 
tuberculosis." 
the 
society's 
warning ooutinues. 
"see 
that fresli air has imiimited admission 
to your home, to your sl(>e]iing room, 
your work shop, your playgrouml; kee)) 
your body well nourished with suljstan- 
tial and well prepared foofl; get a suf- 
ficient 
amount of rest to refresii both 
mind and body; brush your teeth every 
day; remember that "worry"' is useh-ss, 
more than that, it actually kills; bear 
in mind that cleanliness is not only one 
of thè essentials 
of good health, but 
to happiness as well; it mi'jht be -well 
to remember that in all 
])robabililies 
you were infected long ago with 
the 
tuberculosis germ. 
Tf your 
system has, 
•up to 
this time, succeeded 
in 
block- 
ing the advance of the disease, keep its 
reserve power up to the standard. 
The 
rules are given above. 
They are sim- 
ple, but imperative. 
You sho\i]d never 
permit yourself 
to forget 
that, 
inas- 
much as you depend upon your fellow 
humans for the important things 
of 
life, so do .your fellows depend upon you 
For encouragement, enlightenment, stim- 
nlation and a material degree of ha¡(pi- 
ness. 
A healthy mind and a 
liealthy 
body are essential to happiness.''

at night is to minimize drinking; 
it 
resulted in a ban on absinthe in France 
and now it is beginning to show effect 
in the Island Empire. 


Sake, a rice wine, is the .Japanese na- 
tional beverage and since the great war 
started it is estimated that the slack- 
ness of sales has resulted in a decrease 
of :10 pijr cent, in the year's brew.

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How 21 Men Of Uncle Sam's Under-Sea 
Navy Met Death In Honolulu Harbor- 
Sunken Craft Had Every Known Safety 
Device And Distress Signal But 
No S. O. S. Reached 
the Surface After 
Her Fatal Plunge 


U.S. SUBMARINE F-4 


Evidences of the heroism 
v.ith 
which the 21 members of the crew 
of the United States submarine F4 
must have gone to their death when 
the boat plunged to the bottom of 
the sea in the harbor of Honolulu 
recently are accumulating in 
dis- 
patches from the scene, quoting div- 
ers at work in an attempt to rescue 
the sunken vessel. 


That every man remained a hero 
to the last is Indicated by the re- 
port of Diver Agraz who descended 
far enough to peer'lnto one of the 
portholes. 


The dim light to the men dying of 
suffocation must 
have 
reminded 
them of the surface above where the 
sun was shining, and of that space 
three hundred feet above 
where 
there was fresh air, the 
lack of 
which they were slowly dying from. 


With the exception of this 
one 
glimpse into the interior of the F4 
by this daring diver, the manner in 
which the entire crew mot its death 
will never be known in detail. 


How those brave men 
went 
to 
their death can only be surmised 
from their positions in the cramped 
interior of the submarine." All went 
to their deaths as heroes though 
there might have been the bark of 
an automatic pistol as some man, 
crazed by lack of air. his 
lungs 
paining and his blood almost burst- 
ing from his ear drums, took 
the 
shorter course to inevitable death" 


The F4 was one of the modern 
submarines of the 
United 
States 
naA®^ and had been pronounced in 
perfect order a month before. Less 
than a month ago with other sister 
vessels of a submarine 
fleet 
she 
skimmed over the water of the har- 
bor of Honolulu with her periscope 
and just a part of her deck showing. 
Her crew were in their neat uni- 
forms and her captain stood on the 
slippery deck as they sailed away 
from the cruiser that acts as their 
protector when they are above sur- 
face and at rest. 


The F4 and her sisters were well 
equipped with gasoline for the en- 
gines and tanks of oxygen, provis- 
ions and water for the crew. It was 
known by previous test 
that 
she 
could remain under water a week 
on the air supply she contained al- 
though her provision stock would 
not last that long. 


GOI?iG TO 
THEIB DOOSr. 


At a command from the captain 
the men descended down a ladder 
to the dark interior and took their 
positions in the cramped quarters, 
efcch man at his post. 
The port- 
holes were closed, the periscope ar- 
ranged satiBfactorily, and the cap- 
tain took his place on the little nar- 
row bridge. At his signal the gaso- 
line engines turned, the propeller 
turned, all valves were tested and 
the engineer reported to the bridge 
througli the speaking tube: "All 0. 
K." 


The captain gave the signal 
to 
descend. 
The compartment^pn the 
sides were opened, the sea poured 
in and the vessel slowly 
settled. 
When she was so far below the sur- 
face that only a half foot of 
the- 
•ri-lscope was above 
water, 
the 
captain gave a signal to stop de- 
scending and full speed ahead. 
The 
P4 sped out into the harbor one of 
the most graceful of crafts that 
Uncle Sam possessed. 


Sailors watching her 
from 
the 
Aiic^ of hsc -ruiser saw her sud- 
aenly plunge and disappear. 
This 
was a part of the maneuveirs in the 
Honolulu Bay that afternoon. When 
the P4 did not reappear no alarm 
was felt. 
It 
"was 
believed 
she 
might be trying to break a record. 
It was known that she could remain 
-beneath the sea for at least three 
d a y s without the least discomflture 
to her crew.

Down into the depths they plunged 
but they gained no sight of her for 
two more days. At last a black iiulk 
was seen lying on the bottom of the 
sea, three hundred feet from 
the 
surface. 
That ship gave no signs 
of life. 
As far as observers were 
concerned it might have been some 
old Spanish galleon, filled with gold 
and sent to the bottom many, many 
years before. 


After several hours maneuvering 
a submarine came close enough that 
the captain through his periscope 
could observe the "F4" mark paint- 
ed on her 
bow. 
The 
submarine 
quickly sped to the top and called 
for help. 
The captain of the cruis- 
er wired the secretary of the navy 
for help and through the 
United 
States was flashed the information 
that a submarine of our navy had 
sunk and is crew of 21 brave souls 
was in peril. 
WIEELESS

The wireless was put in use and 
all of the vessels in that part of the 
world were sent to aid. 
Subma- 
rines are provided with rings on the 
side so that in an emergency such 
as the one the F4 experienced*, oth- 
er vessels 
might 
lower 
grapling 
hooks and raise her to the surface. 
The rescue work was started with 
that dispatch that any member of 
the United States army or navy uses 
in going to the assistance of one of 
their numbei: in danger. 
It needed 
no playing of "The Star Spangled 
Banner" to urge these men to work 
fast in their efforts to raise 
the 
sunken submarine before her, crew 
should die of suffocation. But their 
efforts were in vain. Several times 
it is believed the grappling hooks 
of cruisers on the surface caught in 
the deck rings of the- sunken sub- 
marine but always an accident pre- 
vented the lifting of the 
vessel. 
Several times thé prongs 
of

broke 
for 
the 
r4 was in a position at the bottom 
of the sea with a water pressure of 
approximately 18,000 pounds to the 
square Inch and she could not be 
budged.

THE SQENCE OF WAR AGAINST THE UHLE ENEMIES OF ORCHARD AND GARDEN 


The Advantage of Spraying Is That in Orchards That Have Been Systematically Protected, the Damage, Even in Years of the Greatest Infestation, Is Small, and Often Not 
Noticeable, While in Neglected Orchards the Damage Is Very Great—This Fact Emphasises the Importance of Continual and Perfect Spraying 


-When it costs less than 10 cents a 
tree to spray an apple orchard, 
the 
wonder is that more are not spi'ayed; 
particularly the wonder grows when it 
Is a proven fact that the crop is in- 
creased from 50 to 300 per cent by 
Intelligent spraying. 


The cost of spraying is not easy to 
ascertain, or to make a general aver- 
age, because of the varying conditions 
In the orchard sprayed. 
An orchard- 
1st, who Is supplied with all the mod- 
e m machinery, and who has a large 
n u m b e r of trees, ran naturally spray 
his trees at a smaller cost per 
tree 
than the m a n who is handicapped by 
lack of equipment in a smaller 
or- 
chard. 


Ten cents per tree is probably 
a 
very low figure, but the average farm 


The effectiveness of spraying Is the 
great thing. 
If It is well done, the 
results will be certain, but If poorly 
done, they will be uncertain. 
It will 
not 
do to spray half 
the 
buds, 
or 
three-quarters, 
or 
even 
nine-tenths, 
and leave any portion unsprayed, if 
perfect success is to be attained. 


The codling-moth, which 
probably 
does more 
h a r m 
to apple 
orchards 
than any other insect, is hard to reach.

to apply the spray at exartly the right 
time to put him out of business. 


This insect varies somewhat in Its 
work, and it may be that for two or 
three seasons in succession, 
damages 
from it will not be large, but 
this 
period of relief may be succeeded by 
one in which the damage caused by 
this insect is tremendous. 


The 
whole 
secret 
of 
successful 
spraying is to get the poison in the 
place where the worms will naturally 
go to eat it. 
If that is done, the career 
of 
the 
worm 
ia ended, 
but 
If 
the 
poison is applied to other parts of th« 
tree, and the favorite hiding-places of 
the worm are not sprayed, it will go 
on eating its way into the heart of 
the apple, and the work of spraying 
will be lost. 


If we examine a young apple when 
it Is flr.st foz-ming, it will be seen that 
there 
is a 
little 
hollow 
called 
the 
calyx-cup. 
This is covered over 
by 
the 
circle of 
stamens, 
and 
this, 
in 
turn, will l^e covered over soon after 
the little apple forms by the five little 
grei-n lobes, which gradually close and 
form the perfect roof over the 
cup 
beneath. 


The rodling-moth lays ita eggs on 
the leaves surrounding the clusters of 
little apples.

his first meal; but if the poison has 
not reached 
the Inside of the 
little 
cup, the worm will go on destroying 
the apple. 


If the sprayer waits until the little 
lobes close over the calyx-cup, natur- 
ally the poison cannot get inside, and 
this is the point of the whole matter. 
It Is necessary to spray before 
the 
cup closes. 


It has been demonstrated over and 
over again, that where perfect spray- 
ing was done, f r o m 92, to 95 per cent 
of all the first brood of the coddling- | 
moth were killed. 
Also, this kind of 
spraying destroys some of the remain- 
ing ones afterward, thus 
practically 
preventing a second brood. 


In order to get the poison into the 
little calyx-cup it Is necessary to in- 
ject it with 
considerable 
force, 
be- 
cause the stamen bars are thick and 
tolerable stout, and form a solid roof 
over the cup. 


If the spray is put on as a mist. It 
lodges on the outside, and if thrown 
up into the air to come down in fall- 
ing 
drops, 
it will strike this 
little 
roof, and roll off. 
Here's where the 
spray-nozzle comes in. 
This instru- 
ment sends a driving spray of 
fine 
drops, five or six feet before it breaks 
up into a mist, and the nozzle must 
be held within a foot or two of the 
blossom, in order that the spray can 
penetrate to the very bottom of the 
cup. 


To do this thoroughly, it Is neces- 
san.'- to point the nozzle straight into 
every blossom on the tree, and to do 
this 
the 
sprayer 
must 
stand 
on 
a 
platform high enough to reach 
into 
the blossoms, and he must then 
get 
down 
low 
enough 
so 
that 
he 
can

Most of these blossoms that 
point 
downward may be reached from the 
underside by turning the nozzle under 
them and directing the spray upward. 
The top of the spraying tower should 
be just high enough so that a man's 
head will come Just about to the level 
of the tops of the trees. 
This tower 
may be placed on a wagon, and drawn 
from tree to tree. 


MAKING IRON SLTvPIIATE AND FILLING SPRAYER TANTC. 


A barrel-pump, operated by a man 
with a good muscle, will do the buei- 
ness thoroughly, and the two or three 
hours necessary to spray a grood-slzed 
orchard, 
even 
when 
repeated 
three 
times during the growlnsr season, is 
time that will bring Its reward from 
four to ten-fold. 


In some 
cases very good 
results 
have been obtained by a sinyle appli- 
cation, but perfect results cannot be

had unless the first spraying is fol- 
lowed up, not only during the first 
season, but for every 
season. 


For instance, in spraying for cod- 
ling-moth: 
The 
small 
apple 
grows 
so rapidly that unless the first spray- 
ing is followed by another in about 10 
days, the larvae that escaped the first 
spraying will turn Into insects within 
a 
short 
time 
after the 
first 
apples 
drop, and 
another 
spray should 
be 
given to protect the fruit from 
the 
second 
brood. 
This should 
be 
fol- 
lowed by a third, or even a fourth 
spraying. 


In spraying for bitter-rot or scab, 
a good mixture to use is Bordeaux, 
and this should be applied before the 
buds open, to destroy the spores upon 
the bark and twigs. 


Another 
spraying, 
f r o m 
three 
to 
five weeks later, should be g'ven in 
order to cover such portions as have 
escaped 
the 
first 
spraying. 
Careful 
experiment 
shows 
that 
in 
orchards 
where spraying has been done f r o m 
year to year, the accumulativi effects 
ere great; 
some 
of 
these 
orchards, 
which were so badly infested as to 
entirely dishearten their ownere, have 
been free from both insect-pests and 
disease, and have been brought up to 
full hearing. 


In spraying peach-trees to prevent 
rot and leaf-curl, the spray should be 
applied just before the leaf-buds open. 
The foliage of peach-trees is delicate 


and easily Injured, and, therefore, it 
Bordeaux is applied, it ahould be re* 
duced to one-half strength. 


If Bordeaux is used when the fruit 
is about ripe, 
the peachea will 
b« 
discolored. 
Many orchardists use the 
colorless solution of copper-carbonate 
at this time, but it does not have as 
good eflfect as the Bordeaux. 


In spraying for codling-moth, 
or 
other insects, where arsenate of lead 
is ueed, care must be taken that the 
mixture be not too strong, and that It 
be not applied on very hot. dry days, 
as it undoubtedly injures the 
tfeef 
under these conditions. 
In some in- 
stances spray applied at such seasons 
injures the foliage and causes it to 
drop. 


Arsenate of lead Is becoming more 
popular every year, because it remains

suspended in solution, and It Is there- 
fore 
less 
troublesome 
than 
those 
sprays which settle in the bottom of 
the barrel, and have to be constantly 
agitated and stirred up, in order to 
get the best effects. 


Arsenate of lead precipitates slowly; 
and if it la mixed with water sufficient 
to dissolve, and then added to water at 
the rate of about one pound to the 
gallon, it will do good work. 


Commercial sprays of this kind are 
! never quite as strong as they should 
be, and many persons are disappointed 
at the results of spraying, simply be- 
cause they have been deceived in the 
sprays they have bought. 


It is always advisable to make one's 
own 
sprays where 
that 
is 
possible, 
and it is cheaper. 
However, it is not 
a nice job, and for that reason many 
prefer to take their chances with a 
commercial spray. 


Many of these sprays are as good 
as represented, and when one can be 
certain 
that 
they 
are 
getting 
full 
strength, it Is certainly much 
better 
to buy spraj's ready 
mixed. If 
one 
feels able to afford the cost, 
rather 
than suffer the inconvenience of m a k - 
ing them.

COMMON FLIES ARE THE GREATEST DISEASE PEDDLERS 


Sanitation, better Fnnitatlon, is the 
great need in the country today. 
In 
small town.s and farm di.stricts, where 
no attention is given to sanitation, not 
even for the ily-proofing of 
outdoor 
closet.'', every r h a n r e i.s given for flies 
to gather infertiou.s ^erm.s. 
The same 
rule.s to fly c o n t r o l m>ist be applied in 
both the rural di.strict.s iind the cities. 
"Sv.-at 
the 
fiy" 
cnmpalgns 
and 
the 
use of 
fly-traps, 
"i\hile .serving a very 
valuable end in arousing puldir opin- 
ion, will never reach the root of the 
evil. 
They 
are 
like 
the 
medicine 
which the doctor prescribes to relieve 
the 
painful symptoms 
of a 
disease. 
"We have 
reached 
the stage 
in 
fiy- 
control when we are ready to 
pre- 
scribe net for the symptoms, but for 
the causes of the trouble. 
We mu.st 
destroy the flies before they get wing.s; 
or, better still, we must prevent flies 
f r o m breeding at all. 


Fully ninety-five per 
cent 
of 
the 
house flies comes from horse manure, 
therefor© it is vitally important 
that 
all manure be hauled 'directly to the 
fields, 
not 
left 
in 
piles 
to 
become 
breeding .spot.s for flies. Thi.s involves 
no hardship to the farmer, because by 
spreading 
the 
m a n u r e 
directly 
he 
saves all of the most valuable fertiliz- 
ing elements. 
Swat the fly by abolish- 
ing the m a n u r e pile. 


The common house fly is at 
once 
the best known of all insects and the 
most dangerous to mankind. 
One fly 
carrying, as it can, millions of deadly 
bacteria 
upon its person, 
may, 
and 
frequently does, bring the most 
ter- 
rible plagues in its 
flight. 
It is a gross 
distributer of the germs of 
typhoid 
fever, dysentery, and tuberculosi.s. 


Millions 
are 
spent 
every 
year

fighting 
the last named disease. 
Pub- 
lic and private sanitariums for Its pre- 
vention, 
treatment 
or cure 
exist 
In 
many places. 
The contagious charac- 
ter of the disease is now well known 
and patients are properly isolated, but 
it is a fact that many thou.sands of 
victims having tuberculosis in a more 
or le.ss advanced stage still live with 
their famili6.s and 
do business 
with 
their associates as they did before the 
disease attacked them. 


"With many such the spitting habit 
i.s common and continual. 
With crim- 
inal 
carelessness 
they 
pursue 
this 
habit, 
and 
local 
ordinances 
seem 
powerless to prevent 
the 
dangerous 
practice. 
Between such diseased per- 
sons and the otherwise healthy world, 
the 
fly 
is 
an 
able 
and 
persistent 
spreader of tuberculosis germs. 
Feed- 
ing as it does on liquid and 
semi- 
liquid, dejected matter, in which the 


germs lurk, it moves off carrying the 
dangerous bacteria to the persons and 
homes of others. 


Whatever it touches it contaminates. 
It goes naturally ro any food exposed 
to its flight in unscreened and unpro- 
tected 
houses, 
and 
should 
it 
alight 
but a few seconds upon what is to 
be eaten it may leave there 
germs 
enough to kill the whole family. 


Every careful householder will see 
that his home 1B properly 
screened. 
In spite of this precaution flies will 
invade houses. 
Should thej' do so no 
mercy must be shown them. 
They 
should 
be 
killed 
whenever 
found. 
There is no telling f r o m whence they 
have come, but one thing is certain; 
they have come from no clean place. 
There is not one chance in a million 
that 
they 
have 
not 
come 
from 
a 
m a n u r e pile, a garbage can or a sick 
room. 


And their heads and feet are 
the 
most perfect collections of 
filth 
and 
germs ever devised. 
The f o r m e r are 
provided with a profusion of hairs and 
bristles, 
while each, of the six feet 
present even a better degree of col- 
lecting power. 


Eradicate filth of all kinds and there 
will be an end to the fly as a pest and 
a carrier of disease. 
If we have not 
stringent laws covering the 
disposal 
of stable m a n u r e and garbage, every 
one with the slightest Interest in his 
own or his neighbor's welfare should 
see that his premises are free f r o m 
accumulations of these breeding places 
for 
flies. 
A little vigilance will pre- 
vent the peats f r o m incubating. 
With- 
out the conveniences they now have 
they will diminish by the million each 
day.

Corn soaked in the following solu- 
tion is a good 
poison bait for 
the 
gopher: 


One ounce of sulphate of strychnine 
dissolved in a pint of boiling water, 
with an equal quantity of sugar syrup 
added and mixed thoroughly.^ 


After the corn 
has been soaked in 
this solution, let it dry and then dis- 
tribute it over the infested areas. 


If gopher.s have not disappeared at 
corn-planting ' time, seed 
corn 
itself 
maly be soaked in the same solution 24 
hours without irijury. 


Make sure that the calf does not 
get to the cow again, once it is sep- 
arated f r o m her and put on the skim 
milk diet, as it will tend to spoil, not 
only the calf, but will cause the cow 
to worry after the calf and reduce her 
milk flow.

A good work on the veterinary order,

The value of a good home library 
for the f a r m e r can hardly be overesti- 
mated.

Killing the Tobacco 
Hornworm 


In using poisoned 
bait it is 
nec- 
essary to ttrst keep the flold as clean 
as possible of 
weeds, 
two or 
three 
weeks preceding transplanting in order 
to reduce the food supply of the worms 
and render them hungry. 
A couple of 
days previous to transplanting, spray 
a small patch 
of clover with 
Paris 
green at the rate of one ounce to six 
gallons of water. 
Cut the clover up 
into small bits and scatter In small 
handfula about the 
field, 
preferably 
on a cloudy day and in tho evening 
when the cutworms are out for food, 
and the clover will not dry out too 
rapidly. 
If these poisoned baits are 
not more than six to eight feet apart 
the hungry worms will have no trouble 
in 
finding 
them. 
In 
place 
of 
the 
poisoned clover bait, a poisoned bran 
mash bait may be used. 
This Is made 
by mixing 
one pound 
of dry 
Paris 
green, with forty pounds of bran. 
To 
this is added sweetened water, or a 
cheap syrup, stirring it thoroughly to 
get it all moist. 
This is 
scattered 
about the field in the same way as the 
clover bait and has the advantage In 
that it appears to attract the worms 
more than the clover bait. 
Poultry 
should bo excluded from the treated 
area for some time, at least until the 
rain ha« washed the poison away. 


SHREWS, UKE BIRDS, ARE OF ECONOMIC IMPORTANCE

NOTES OF THE SHEEPFOIjD. 


Be careful about feeding corn. It is 
vary heating and too constipating for 
the best sheep feed. 


How about that ram ? 
Is he a pure- 
bred, 
or 
like 
Johnnie's 
pup, 
"just 
dawg"? 
Remember, the best is nohe 
too good. 


Tlfte poorer a man's ewes are, the 
more he needs a good ram and the 
better one he needs.

more to raise them. 


"Greens" for the Hens. 


A good substitute for "greens" can 
bo made by cutting up clover leaves 
and tops. 
Pour over these 
enough 
boiling water to moisten 
thoroughly. 
Cover closely and let stand till nearly 
cold, then add some bran and corn 
meal; stir well before feeding. 
Feed 
this several times a week when green 
food is scarce. 


Children should early be taught the 
power and comfort of cleanliness and 
neatness, as the earlier in life such 
habits are formed the better; for It 
Is always more dlfflcult to overcome 
a 
bad habit and substitute a 
good 
one as the years' advance.

The shrews frequent 
underground 
burrows and surface runways and may 
occasionally be seen traveling openly 
over the ground in fields and woods, 
evidentlj' in search of food. 
They are 
active both night and day and do not 
hibernate. 
When frightened, or while 
engaged 
in 
fighting 
with other 
ani- 
mals, or occupied in family alterca- 
tions, they emit a strong, disagreeable 
odor. 
This 
odor 
evidently 
renders 
them 
distasteful 
in 
a 
measure 
to 
other predacious m a m m a l s and birds, 
as 
shrews are 
frequently killed 
by 
them and left uneaten. 


My attention was first attracted to 
the 
economic 
value 
of 
the 
shrews 
several years ago this spring. 
At that 
time I was making a study of insects 
that feed on nuts of various 
kinds 
and, in working out the histories of 
several species, I found It desirable to 
add to my supply of "chestnut worms," 
"hickorynut 
worms" 
and 
"acorn 
worms." 
During the previous fall I 
had had no trouble in 
finding 
large 
numbers 
of 
these 
worms 
in 
the 
ground 
beneath 
nut-bearing 
trees 
where 
they 
had 
gone to 
hibernate 
and to transform 
later into 
mature 
insects. 
In making a search in similar 
locations in the spring, I found that

there remained only a very small per 
cent of the number that was known 
to have entered 
the ground 
in 
the 
fall, the missing ones having evidently 
been devoured by some small animal 
whose burrows traversed the ground 
beneath the trees in every direction. 


Several 
mouse 
traps 
were set 
in 


these burrows and in less than a week 
more than twenty short-tailed shrews 
were caught under a single chestnut- 
oak tree. 
While jn confinement some 
of the shrews would feed ravenously 
on the worms supplied 
them. 
One 
ate seventy-two large chestnut worms 
in less than five minutes. 


The interest awakened by these and 
many other similar observations led 
me 
to 
inquire 
more 
fully into 
the 
habitats 
and 
general 
characteristics 
of these small mammals. 
The eco- 
nomic status of the shrews 
depends 
largely upon the quality of food which 
they consume. 
They are known 
to 
feed largely on insects and mice and 
have, therefore, 
been designated 
by 
nearly all writers as being highly bene- 
ficial. 
This designation is most likely 
entirelj- proper, and yet the probability 
that the shrews also feed on beneficial 
insects and birds' eggs and 
fl^edgings 
should not be lost sight of. 


In disposition the shrews are ner- 
vous, 
ill-tempered 
and 
rapacious 
They do not hesitate to attack 
ani- 
mals larger than themselves and 
i a 
confinement will kill and devour their 
fellows. 


Testing Dnck Egga. 


Duck eggs are very easy to test, be- 
cause the shells are, as a rule, very 
thin. 
At a certain stage of incuba- 
tion, a duck egg presents a 
rather 
strange appearance, especially to one 
who is not familiar with such mat- 
ters. 
If the shells appear to be nearly 
half empty, don't get excited. 
That is 
the way they should be. 
If they are 
very dark at one end and very clear 
at the other, rest assured that they 
contain ducklings. 
It is during the 
last stage, or r/ither, during the later 
part of the hatching period that a 
duck egg appears as described above. 


Feeding Young Calves. 


Rations quite rich in protein should 
be fed because the calves arc growing 
very fast during tho first six months 
of their lives and in order to keep 
them thrifty and healthy and supply 
their systems what is needed to pro- 
duce a well rounded, smooth, thlck- 
fleshed 
animal they must be fed an 
abundance of the very best kind of 
food. 


Care of the I/awn. 


Cut the edges of the drives and 
walks. 
Remember the damage done 
by wheels that have encroached on the 
lawns during the winter. 


If the lawn was not enriched in the 
fall, be sure to fertilize it the middle 
or the last of ttis menth. 
Wood ashes, 
bone meal, nitrate of soda, and pul- 
verized sheep manure—especially the 
first two-—are good on the lawn.

Nats as Food. 


Nuts form a very concentrated form 
of food, in many cases more so than 
cheese, and when rationally used they 
^ e 
readily digested and form a part 
of a well-balanced ration. 
Nuts are 
plentiful in many localities and sbnuX«» 
not be allowed to go to waste. 
A 
pound of walnuts will produce almost 
three 
times as / much 
energy 
as 
» 
pound of steak. 
Such being the c ^ e , 
would not the use of a considerable 
quantity of walnuts, butternuts, and 
hickory nuts be a valuable addition 
to 
the 
household's 
supply 
o^ pro- 
visions? 


When feeding the calf never mix 
meal, shorts or bran with the milk. 
Oil meal Is not a good food to mix 
with 
skim 
milk. 
Ground 
flaxseed 
soaked In six times its bulk of cold 
water will make a Jelly that can be 
used advantageously mixed with the 
milk, a pint of jelly to fqur quarts of 
milk. 
Cooking the flaxseed impairs 
Its value.

country, 


"These," as he held up. two sau- 
cer-shaped bit| of ivory, which fell 
from either 
side 
of a ball In the 
turning machine, "are used in the 
manufacture of ivory 
ornaments. 
We sell these in Germany, but have 
been unable to make 
a shipment 
since the terrible conflict in Europe 
began.

An idea of the demand for balls 
will be supplied 
in the following 
figures; 


Three million persons play pool 
and billiards every day; there are 
70,000 rooms in the United States 
and more than 300,000 tables in use. 
To supply these tables 60,000 balls 
are needed annually. 
To produce 
this amount of ivory more than 10,- 
000 elephants must be slain, and be- 
sides this an Immense quantity is 
obtained from animals which suc- 
cumb to natural causes. 


Tusks 
suitable for 
making bil- 
liard balls must be taken from ele- 
phans from 30 to 100 years of age. 
Each tusk 
produces 
three b a l l s - 
that is. if it is five inches ill' diame- 
ter and perfect. The tusk, however, 
is purchased 
by 
weight, 
and is 
worth about $5.50 a pound. 


Until it is sawed into sections, or 
even until it is turned into balls, 
the quality cannot be dl^termined. 
About 30 per cent of the finished 
product is found to be defective. 


For this reason billiard .balls sell 
from $45 to $60 for a set of three, 
and more than half a million dol- 
lars' worth of ivory is used \ each 
year in the making of ivory spheres 
for this popular game.

The "athletic heart" is not a ro- 
mance of sport, but a serious reality, 
according 
to George L. 
Meylan, 
physical culture director of Colum- 
bia, N. Y.. University. 
It is caused 
generally, by over-exertion 
during 
youth 
in athletic contests. 
High- 
school 
athletics 
are 
particularly 
subject to the affection. Lack of ex- 
amination before entering athletics 
is the principal cause. 
Palpitation 
of the heart, 
fainting 
spells and 
even curtailment of life is the result. 


But Prof. Meylan advises all boys 
and girls, also, to get into athletics 
early and stay in, even in a mild 
sphere. 
Properly supervised some 
form of physical exercise is desira- 
ble and necessary from the cradle to 
the grave, according to this expert. 


He has made 
athletics his life 
work and has examined the hearta 
of over 14,000 embryo athletes. Not 
one, he insists, of those found with 
sound, strong hearts and permitted 
to enter strenuous athletics, was ev- 
er hurt. 


According to the professor, bas- 
ketball is about the most strenu- 
ous exercise—for one's heart. 
The 
short stops, sudden turns, and twists 
and arm exercise put a hard tax on 
the blood pump, and is no game for 
physical weaklings.

The monarchs of Europe and their 
armies are climbing on the "water 
wagon." 


Since King George of 
England. 
Lord Kitchener 
and David 
Lloyd- 
George, 
Chancellor 
of 
the 
K- 
chequer, declared themselves in t ; 
vor of total abstinence and ordf-: 
all alcoholic beverages 
from tii 
palaces, and 
Kaiser 
Wilhelm, : 
cording to Berlin dispatches, gav- 
up 
all 
alcoholic 
drinks and no\v 
Quenches his thirst with lemonade, 
and at the start of the great conflict 
the Czar 
of Russia 
put a ban on 
vodka for his troops and the French 
government 
declared 
against 
ab- 
sinthe and put an obsolute prohibi- 
tion on its 
sale in the 
republic. 
What effect will it have upon uni- 
versal 
prohibition? As an 
after- 
math a general 
order 
was issued 
through 
Egypt 
recently 
against 
troops drinking absinthe and as an 
echo 
from another 
hemisphere 
comes the report that General Vil- 
la, military dictator of Mexico, has 
declared he and his army as being ¡. 
in the future, steady riders on the 
"water wagon." 


From Berlin comos the dispatch: 
"The Kaiser has been converted to 
teetotalism after experimenting up- 
on himself as to the effect of absti- 
nence from all liquors on his capaci- 
ty for Avork. He is said to have de- 
cided to drink no more 
and take 
lemonade as a substitute beverage. 


The Kaiser previously had care- 
fully studied statistics on alcohol- 
ism in its relation to suicide, crime 
and accidents. 
When sv/earing 
in 
troops at Wilhelmshaven the Kaiser 
delivered a lecture on temperance 
and drank 
a 
toast 
in water. 
In 
1913 he told students at a military 
school: 
"I expect you 
to reduce 
your consumption 
of alcohol to a 
marked degree." 
DRINK m THE 
TBE3ÎCHES. 


Reports are that soldiers in the 
trenches are still being served wines 
and beer 
by both 
the French and 
German commissaries and a recent 
dispatch told of a great debauch of 
a German regiment that captured a 
French village and looted its store- 
rooms Avhere champagne and other 
wines were stored. Dispatches tell- 
ing of the menu 
of German and 
French soldiers 
in 
the 
trenches 
mentioned 
an 
alloted amount of 
wine or beer to each man each day. 


At the outset of the war the Rus- 
sian government placed its ban on 
vodka. It was maintained that this 
rather strong and intoxicating drink 
had a demoralizing 
effect on the 
army. 
At 
about the 
same time 
France declared 
against 
absinthe 
and prohibited its sale 
throughout 
the Republic. 


More recently the matter of total 
abstinence has become a great is- 
sue in England. 
Chancellor Lloyd- 
George declared in an address that 
the worst foe the country had to 
contend with .was not the Germans, 
but alcohol. 
King George thên de- 
clared a ban on 
intoxicants in his 
iiome and Lord Kitchener followed 
suit. 
Their example has been fol- 
lowed generally. 


The 
general 
complaint in Bng- 
Tand was not that alcohol affected 
the men in the troches, but that 
those left at home to'follow the com- 
mercial pursuits were indulging to 
such an extent that they were in- 
capable of performing their duties. 


This indirectly- affected the troops 
in that the men left at home were 
those charged with the shipment of 
ammunition and supplies. 
But few 
skilled hands have been left at home 
and they, •virliile intoxicated and una- 
ble to perform thçir duties, have de- , 
layed 
shipments 
of necessities to 
the army on the continent. 
These 
charges were made Jn Chancellor/ 
Lloyd-George's speech in 
Parlia- 
ment and immediately the question 
was taken up t^iroughout the British

Empire in a spirited manner. While 
England 
always 
had its 
public 
houses and its great supplies of beer 
and whisky and..jeach naan consid- 
ered himself independent in either 
taking or letting it alone, when it 
^became à national issue in which 
the Chancellor declared the success 
of the war in a great measure de- 
pended, a 
great 
majority decided 
against alcohol. 


The 
press and 
public 
favored 
drastic measures—in fact, total pro- 
hibition. 
The 
government 
has 
reached 
no decision 
in the matter, 
the question of total prohibition be- 
ing one on which Parliament must 
vote. It is pointed out that to pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor only In the 
localities where men are engaged in 
the manufacture 
of munitions of 
war would cause a great outcry and 
that aside from total prohibition, ap- 
parently 
the only 
way of dealing 
with the subject is a further curtail- 
ment of the hours of sale. Some fa- 
vor prohibiting the sale of spirits, 
but allowing beer and wine. 
It is 
understood that the leaders in the 
agitation 
will 
be 
satisfied with 
nothing less than totaL prohibition. 


At a meeting of liquor dealers it 
was decided 
to ask 
Chancellor 
Lloyd-Geqrge to reduce the hours of 
the sale of Hquor. 
Labor leaders 
also were asked to aid in ^his mat- 
ter. 


BECOMING TOTAL 
AliSTAINIJK. 


Chancellor Lloyd-George's demand 
for soine check on the H^uor evil 
was so strong that King George voi- 
unteéred to become' an abstainer 
himself and to see that no alcoholic 
beverages were dispensed in tiie pal- 
ace. 
He sent the following letter 
to Lloyd-George: . 


"Dear 
Chancellor 
of 
the 
Ex- 
chequer: 
The king thanks you for 
the prompt report of the meeting of 
employers. His majesty has read it 
with intense interest and mso with 
the deepest concern. 
He feels that 
nothing but the most vigorous meat- 
ures will successfully cope wltb tli« 


grave situation existing in our arm- 
ament factories. 


"We have before us the statement 
not merely of thé employers, but of 
the Admirality and the War Office, 
which are responsible for the muni- 
tions of war and for the traiisport 
of troops, 
food 
and ammunition. 
From this 
evidence 
it is without 
doubt largely due to drink that we 
are unable to obtain the Output of 
war material indispensable to meet 
the requirements of the army in the 
field, and that there has been such 
à serious delay in consequence of 
the necessary 
re-enforcement 
of 
supplies to aid our gallant troops at 
the. front. 


"A continuance of such a state of 
things must inevitably result in the 
prolongation of the horrors and bur- 
dens of this terrible war. I am in- 
structed to add that if it be deemed 
advisable the King will be prepared 
to set an example by giving up all 
alcoholic liquor himself and by is- 
suing orders against its consump- 
tiori' in the royal households so that 
no difference shall be made, so far 
as his majesty is concerned between 
the treatment of the rich and the 
poor in this question.

Earl Kitchener, secretary of state 
for war, was the nesi to step in line 
and order Hquor banished from his 
household. 
liABOB PROBLEM 
, 
OTOLVED. 


The drink question and the labor 
pripblem hive become so closely re- 
lated since the war begaii that both 
are now considered as one. Accord- 
ing tp statistics 
compiled 
for the 
cabinet, workmen lost on an aver- 
age of three days a week through 
drunkenness. 
This state of aftairs 
naturally cripples industries, espe- 
cially those that are turning out 
arms, ammunition and other sup- 
plies vitally needed by the army. It 
has also ha&)licapped 
work in the 
ship yards and on the docks, where 
there i s now a tremfodous, demand

for reliable labor to load and un- 
load merchant ships and transports. 


Newspapers today devoted almost 
as much 
space to the prohibition 
questions as they did to operations 
in the war zone. Most of them are 
in sympathy 
with the movement, 
but others ask for modified prohi- 
bition so that the public housekeep- 
ers will not lose entirely their sole 
means of livelihood. 


The government 
revenue 
from 
drink is about $200,000,000 a year, 
whereas the war is costing $3.000, 
000,000 a month. 
Thus the loss of 
$200,000,000 against $3,600,000,000 is 
comparatively small, the prohibi- 
tionists argue, especially when, one 
considers the added efficiency of the 
workmen in the arsenals and other 
war supply factories. 
War Secre- 
tary Kitchener 
declares the more 
guns and ammunition the British and 
French armies get during the next 
stage of the war, the quicker the 
hostilities will come to an end. 


Following is a part of t^e speech 
of Chancellor Lloyd-George that so 
stirred thè British nation into action 
against a new foe: 


"We are 
fighting 
Gej-many, Au- 
stria and drink, jind so far as I can 
see, the greatest of these three dead- 
ly foes is drink," said thé chancel- 
lor. 
y 


It was stated that despite |he fact 
that iirprk was being carriied on 
night and day seven days in the 
weék, tiie total working time on the 
average 
in nearly 
all the British 
shipyards was actually less than per- 
fore the war, and the average pro- 
ductiveness had decreased. 
There 
were many men doling splendid and 
strenuous work, probably as good as 
the men in . the trenches, but many

The instance of a battleship com- 
ing in for 
immediate repairs was 
cited.

In 
conclusion 
the 
deputation, 
which 
included 
representatives of 
the leading shipbuilders of the coun- 
try, drev/ attention to the example 
set by France and Russia-and urged 
upon

chancellor the need of 
drastic action. 


The chancellor, in the course of 
his reply, said the reason the gov- 
ernment had not 
heretofore taken 
more drastic 
action on the liquor 
question, was because it needed to 
be assured that it was not going ad- 
verse to public sentiment; otherwise 
more harm than good would be done. 
The government must feel that it 
had every class 
In the community 
behind it when taking action which 
interfered severely with individual 
liberties. 
But now, 
he was sure 
that the country was beginning 
to 
realize the gravity of the situation: 


"I 
have a 
growing 
conviction. 
based 
on accumulating 
evidence." 
continued the chancellor, "that noth- 
ing but root and 
branch methods 
will be of the slightest avail in deal- 
ing with the evil. I believe it is the 
general feeling that if we are to set- 
tle German militarism, we must first 
of all settle with drink." 


Dispatches from Berlin say that 
the German Federal Council passed 
an order strengthening the regula- 
tions regarding the 
sale of intoxi- 
cants in Germany. 
The, order per- 
mits the central authorities of each 
state, at their discretion, to limit or 
prohibit 
the sale of spirits. 
Any 
violation of such prohibition is pun- 
ishable by a fine of ?2,500 or im- 
prisonment for a year.

A German officer is quoted as say- 
ing: 


"The men in the 
trenches have 
very little desire for alcoholic stim- 
ulants. 
While such beverages are 
enjoyed in times of peace they are 
but a detriment to men in time of 
war. 
My men cannot develop suf- 
ficient 
resistance • against cold, fa- 
tigue and disease 
while 
drinking 
than while refraining from such in- 
dulgence. 
' 


"Without drink the men have be- 
come hardened and have developed 
a 
great 
power 
of resistance that 
nothing 
but 
a 
bullet 
can break 
down. When the war started I found 
that the men who drink v»-ere the 
- 
ones 
more 
quickly 
overtak,Pa by 
disease. These men were more sub- 
ject to cold than the others. 
I be- 
lieve hospital 
records 
will show 
that 
these 
same 
men died more 
quickly either of bullet wound or 
pneumonia than the abstainers.'' 


So it has 
come 
about in a few 
months that something has been ac- 
complished without difficulty that 
might take years of political fights - 
ing to accomplish through the vote 
of the people. 
While the privilege 
; 
of drinking is considered one of per- 
sonal libei-ty which each man must 
decide for himself in time of peace, 
in the present war when the life of a 
nation has been threatened by such 
a socalled menace the question was 
settled .within a few weçk«, 


Germans are considered a race of 
beer drinkers 
while 
French are 
supposed to be fond of their wine. 
Yet 
in 
the trenches 
at present 
wines and even beer are luxuries, 
now sej'ved only on holidays. In the 
English army the old custom of 
serving beer, a certain amount to 
each soldier each day, has been dis- 
pensed with. 


The change has not been a vic- 
tory for prohibitionists nor has it 
been a seveire 
blow to the "wets." 
At a time w^hen the great races of 
the world are in a deatli struggle it 
was generally conceded that alconoi 
had nothing but a bad effect and the 
evil was quickly eradicated. 


We have 
discovered à way 
to 
overcome our awe of the truly great 
and pompous.' We shut our eyes . 
and imagine them as fat. drooling ' 
babies. chewlBf tbetr tliiinbjk

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Medical Research Shows

Man or Woman. 
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Someone has said that when a 
man 
starts 
to 
ride a hobby 
he 
should at once equip himself with an 
emergency brake, 
implying, 
as it 
were, that unless he makes provi- 
sion for an emergency brake he is 
headed straight 
for Matteawan or 
some kindred institution. 


But of recent 
date 
science has 
risen to dispute this theory. 


Take, for instance, the hobby or 
fad of collecting various varieties of 
fish 
suitable 
for 
home aquarium 
purposes. 
It is surprising to note, 
say scientists, the latent 
qualities 
that will come to the surface and 
unconsciously be developed in one's 
disposition. 


Also— 
Instead of encouraging mental ab-' 
normality, the high-strung, nervous 
business man can get what he needs 
as a "let-down" or relaxation from 
tension and 
worry 
when he goes 
home in the evening and spends an 
hour or so with his pets. 


The Prince of Monaco is a firm_ 
believer in this feature of the home' 
aquarium, and such eminent scien- 
tists and educators as Dr. David 
Starr Jordan, president of Leland 
Stanford University; Dr. R. W. Shu- 
feldt, head of thesscience bureau in 
Washington; 
Dr. Frank 
R. Lillie, 
professor of zoology. University of 
Chicago, point out its advantage as 
well from the standpoint of an in- 
teresting, artistic 4tudy. 
GET THE 
HOBBY. 


"There is nothing to balance the 
mind better than a hobby." said Dr. 
Lillie, "and no better hobby than an 
aquarium. No fancier was ever siic- 
.cessful without acquiring the habit 
of close observation which discloses 
an unlimited amount of detail in the 
housing, feeding and caring for his 
«ubjects. 


"The business man whose nerves 
are all a-tingle from 
a strenuous 
day in the office—a day made up of 
numerous telephone calls, dictation 
of letters, and worry over matters 
financial—can get relief and relaxa- 
tion in the evening if he has a hob- 
by of 
rearing fish. It isn't neces- 
gary that he be inclined to be prod- 
igal In equipping his aquarium. 
A 
rery Batisfactory collection of both 
goldfish and tropical varieties can 
be brought together 
for a modest 
Bum.

as a hobby. 
Let the business man 
build his own tank. 
He will point 
it out to his guests and say. 'I made 
it.' illustrating that trait or qualifi- 
cation in his disposition that indi- 
cates a well-balanced 
mind—that 
of producing 
something 
with his 
own hands." 


C. G. B. Schenk of the Milwaukee 
Aquarium Society, one of the best 
known authorities on fish cultiva- 
tion in this country, tells you how 
to equip your acquarium: 


PLAXXIXG 
EQUIPMENT. 


"To equip an aquarium we require 
sand and plants. 
Coarse 
sand is 
best for the plants. 
If the sand is 
fine and packs tight small pebbles 
may 
be 
mixed 
with it. 
Stones, 
shells and ornaments should hb left 
out by the beginner. 
Food or dead 
snails collect in the crevices and 
decay, causing trouble if not prompt- 
ly removed. The cleaner the bot- 
tom of the tank the less chance for 
sickness among your fishes. 


"Put in a bottom of two or three 
inches of sand. 
Two inches at the 
front will 
be 
sufficient, but this 
depth may be increased to three at 
the back, where most of the plants 
will be placed. 


"The object of the plants, aside 
from adding beauty to the aquari- 
um, is 
to provide 
oxygen for the 
fishes. 
Water 
plants 
when in a 
healthy growing condition throw off 
oxygen 
which 
the fishes must 
have to 
live; 
the 
fishes 
throw 
off a gas which the 
plants 
ab- 
sorb. 
Therefore, if you have suffi- 
cient plants to provide the fish with 
the necessary oxygen you have a 
self-sustaining aquarium, the water 
in which need never be changed. 


"Evaporation will take place, and 
occasionally you will have to fill 
your tank. But let me repeat: When 
you have 
sufficient plants in vour 
aquarium to provide the fishes with 
the required amount of oxygen you 
need never change the water. 
"This makes it obvious that the 
more 
fishes 
you 
have the more 
plants you will need. A better way 
to put it is: 
The less plants you 
have the fewer fishes you can suc- 
cessfully keep, for naturally there 
is a limit to the number of, plants 
you can place in your tank. 
Suffi- 
cient 
room 
must be left for the 
fishes to swim around comfortably. - 


"There 
are 
many 
varieties of 
plants 
that 
can 
be grown in an 
aquarium. 
Vallisneria 
and Sagit- 
taria are the best of all. 
They are 
easily grown and are good oxygena- 
tors. 
Gabomba- is 
a good summer 
plant and Anacharls a good winter 
grower. 
There are many other va- 
rietés that add much to the beauty 
of the aquarium. 


"Place-the 
aqparium 
where the 
sunlight wlU strike it. Plaats need 
sunshine. In mideummer, if the sun 
i« slrobc. the tank can be protect- 


ed by means of green tissue paper 
fastened to a light 
wooden frame. 
This 
can 
be 
placed 
behind the 
aquarium when the sunlight is too 
strong. 
Too much 
sunlight 
will 
burn the plants. 
A little observa- 
tion will 
determine this. 
Usually 
there is not enough sunlight except 
in midsummer. 


HOW MANY 
"DR. FISHES"? 


"The question 
which 
frequently 
arises is, 'How many fishes can I 
keep in my aquarium?' 
This ques- 
tion cannot be answered 
satisfac- 
torily offhand. 
The best way for 
the beginner is to commence with 
two or three fishes. When the plants 
have rooted and begun to grow more 
can be added, a few at a time, until 
you have reached the limit of your 
tank. 
This can best be judged by 
the action of the fishes. When they 
suck air at the top either the waler 
is foul or there is a lack of oxygen, 
if you are satisfied that the water 
is pure you have too many fishes or 
too 
few 
plants. 
The 
condition 
should be adjusted. 


"Later, when you desire to keep 
more fishes in your tank, or tanks, 
for many of us have a number, you 
will have to aerate the number by 
means of a pump. 
Allow me to 
again caution against putting shells, 
corals, sharp stones or ornaments 
the standpoint of 
good taste, but 
in the tank. It is questionable from 
more important is the danger of 
your fishes tearing their fins on the 
sharp edges." 


Though the fish as a cure for jad- 
ded nerves 
is a new discovery, h 
medical significance seams to have 
been attached to. it as early as in 
the days of Aesculapius. 
At least 
so says the Boston Medical and Sur- 
gical Journal. 
In medicine the fish 
has given its Greek name to ichthy- 
osis, that uncanny scaling affection 
of the 
skin, which 
the Germans 
knew by the delightful term of fisch- 
schuppenauschlag. 
But in materia 
medica terms of piscine derivation 
are much more often to be met than 
in pathology. 


First of all, 
there is ichthyol, a 
transparent 
yellow-brown 
oil, of 
sea-green; flourescence, the ammo- 
nia salt of a sulphonic acid, .prepar- 
ed by distillation from a^bituminous 
shale found in the Cambrian strata 
of the Tyrol and containing the re- 
mains of many fossil fishes. This 
valuable drug was first introduced 
into dematologic practice by Unna in 
1882. 
Next there is Ichthyocolla, or fish 
glue, the isinglass of commerce, a 
gelatinous substance, prepared from 
the dried swimming bladders of sev- 
eral species of sturgeon. 
By phar- 
machists it is dissolved in a mixture 
of water, alcohol and glycerin,, and 
when painted on taifeta constitutes 
court'plaster, an agent once much 
more commonly employed Jtqr aur- 
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lieani to Study the Fish in an Aquarium and Aconirc Added Mental Poise.

Of Latin derivation is piscidia, the 
Jamaica 
dogwood, 
whose 
leaves, 
twigs and J)ark are used by the na- 
tives to poison or stiipify fish, and 
thereby facilitate their capture. The 
root bark, is recommended especial- 
ly 
in 
neuralgi», 
insomnia 
and 
whooping cough. 


Last, and by far the most impor- 
tant, is the honest English deriva- 
tive. cod liver oil, a familiar and val- 
uable domestic remedy, used by the 
flsherfolk of the North Sea long be- 
fore its introduction into medicine 
early in the nineteenth century. 
It 
It is a pale, thin, yellow, \flxed oil, 
with a unique flavor, extracted frdm 
the fresh livers of Gadus morrhua 
and several-other species of cod. It 
contains traces of, iodine, bromine, 
phosphorus and cholesterin; but its 
undoubted therapeutic efficacy is 
probably due not to these but to its 
character as an easily assimilable 
animal fat. ,

The water is then at the 
most efficient temperature for extract- 
ing the aromatic bodies, and the cof- 
fee is iii the most efficient state for 
the extraction of these 
flavor-giving 
qualities. 


Accurate measurement of coffee wa- 
ter and time of cooking were found 
to be necessary for the production of 
coffee of high quality and uniformi- 
ty. 


Clearing the coffee by straining is 
recommended rather than by the ad- 
dition of an egg,-as the former method 
introduces no foreign substances into 
the beverage. 


From these exepriments the follow- 
ing recipe has been prepared which 
will enable the housekeeper to make 
á clear coffee of pleasing color, taste, 
aroma and flavor, with utensils found 
In any kitphen. 


This is essentially the method used 
in preparing the so-called "drip, cof- 
fee." 


On a piece of fine muslin securely 
fastened over the top of an ordinary 
coffee pot or pitcher,

WANT WILLIS TO SPEAK. 


Since January 1, the mothers' pension 


system has been adopted by New York, 
Wyoming and Tennessee. 


In January. 1911, there was no such 


thing as a mothers' pension law in any 
state. Today twenty-five of the forty- 
eight states have adopted this system 
by law, thereby establishing a 
new 


principle. This principle is that all the 
people arc responsible for children who 
for any reason whatever arc without 


the support of their natural breadwin-' 
ner. 


In February of 1911, Judge 
Henry 


Neil secured the adoption by the Illi- 
nois legislature! of the first mothers' 
pension law. In the fall of lfll'2 moth- 
ers' pensions became an issue in a large 
number of states and by the following 
summer laws had been, passed by eigh- 
teen or nineteen states. 


"The states which now give mothers' 


pensions will find it a great economy 
to taxpayers, the greatest humanitarian 
plan so far proposed, and the most ef- 
fective means of building up tho rising 
generation and preventing the produc- 
tion of sickly or criminal citizens," said 
Judge Neil. The greatest danger to a 
nation is child-poverty and its results. 
Tho greatest asset to 
a nation is 


healthy, normal children, raised in their 
own homes by their own mothers."

"Xinety-nine per cent, of railroad ac- 


cidents are not accidents in the true 
sense of the word." 


This is the statement of a man who 


has spent years in the. study of indus- 
trial safety, and who has come to the 
ronclusion "that the railroad accident is 
as rare as heirs teeth, and that most of 
the injuries, deaths and property de- 
struction occasioned by the running of 
railway trains are due to carelessness, 
could be avoided, and' therefore do not 
come.under the head of "accident." 


A number of years ago the Baltimore 


and Ohio railroad inaugurated a cam- 
paign for safety of passengers and em- 
ployes. It asked for a slogan, and of- 
fered a prize to the. employe who would 
contribute the best short motto to bring 
safety to the mind of the employe. 


"Safety First" resulted, and all the 


railroads of the country took up the 
cry until statistics show that accidents 
are not nearly as numerous on the roads 
as the- were ten, or five or even two 
years ago. 


In this city the Pennsylvania company 


•was one of the earliest converts to the 
new "fad." The traction company stands 
out among .the leaders in, the 
move- 


ment, and the other railroads all have 
followed closely. 


The Pennsy Way. 


After working in a napha7.zard way 


for several years the local division of 
the Pennsylvania company was organ- 
ized into a "safety division" and a safe- 
ty committee was named to investigate 
dangers and to eliminate them. 


The committee meets once or twice a 


month at the office of K. L. Pheeler. of 
the law department, and goes over the 
conditions with a view to improving 
them.

J/nst year the 
railroads killed or seriously injured four- 
teen people a day. 


In the center picture is an automobile 


accident that resulted from not stop- 
ping, looking and listening. Three men 
we.rc injured at Dunkirk. 0., at a street 
crossing, when a freight train hit them. 
The left-hand map sketch illustrates 
the scene of an accident, at Liverpool, 
Ind. Here two men were injured and 
a woman WBS killed. 


The right-hand map and lower right- 


hand picture illustrates the results of 
a race with the Manhattan limited. Two 
men were killed. This accident, like all 
the others pictured, occurred on tiic lo- 
cal division of the Pennsylvania com- 
pany. They •were the results of care- 


lessness or deliberate risk. AH of them 
could have been avoided.

The other so.000.000 acres of wood- 


lands is covered with trees a fair per- 
centage of which are of value as saw 
material and the rest for 
fuel pur- 


poses. 


The coast forests alone contain ap- 


proximately 75.000.00U.UOO feet 01 mer- 
chantable saw timber, of which the an- 
nual cut is estimated at S7.000.000 board 
eet.

'owever. for prartically the entire for- 
,t of the coast region is over-mature, 
t has been accumulating for lip's and

way of netting the timber nut. Al- 
ready Sewnrd, the southern terminal of 
the road, has several l>ig saw mills. 


In the coast forests »f southeastern 


an,I southern Alaska the species are 
chii-fly western hemlock, Pitka spruce, 
western red cedar and yellow 
cedar, 


with occasional specimens of lodgepole 
or shore pine, black hemlock, Alpine 
fir. black and white spruce. balsam pop- 
lar, black cottonwood, Oregon alder and 
several birches and willows. 


Logging in the southern part of Alas-

From Berlin comes the dispatch: 


"The Kaiser has been converted to 
teetotalism after experimenting up- 
on himself as to the effect o£ absti- 
nence from all liquors on his capaci- 
ty for work. He is said to have de- 
cided to drink no more and take 
lemonade as a substitute beverage. 


The Kaiser previously had care- 


fully studied statistics on alcohol- 
ism in its relation to suicide, crime 
and accidents. When swearing in 
troops at Wilhelmshaven the Kaiser 
delivered a lecture on temperance 
and drank a toast in water. In 
1913 he told students at a military 
school: "I expect you to reduce 
your consumption of alcohol to a 
marked degree."

TRENCHES. 


Reports are that soldiers in the 


trenches are still being served wines 
and beer by both the French and 
German commissaries and a recent 
dispatch told of a great debauch of 
a German regiment that captured a 
French village and looted its store- 
rooms where champagne and other 
wines were stored. Dispatches tell- 
ing of the menu of German and 
French soldiers in the trenches 
mentioned 
an 
alloted. amount of 


wine or besr to each man each day. 


At the outset of the war the Rus- 


sian government placed its ban on 
'vodka. It was maintained that this 
rather strong and intoxicating drink 
had a demoralizing effect on the 
army. 
At about the 
same time 


France declared against absinthe 
and prohibited its sale throughout 
the Republic. 


More recently the matter of total 


abstinence has become a great, is- 
sue in England. Chancellor Lloyd- 
George declared in an address that 
the worst foe the country had to 
contend with was not the Germans, 
but alcohol. King George then de- 
clared a ban on intoxicants in his 
•home and ix>rd Kitchener followed 
suit Their example has been fol- 
lowed generally. 


The general complaint in Eng- 


land was not that alcohol affected 
the men in the trenches, hut that 


. those left at home to follow the com- 


mercial pursuits were indulging to 
such an «stent that they were in- 
capable of performing their duties. 


This indirectly affected the troops 


in that the men left at homo were 
those charged with the shipment of 
ammunition and supplies. But few 
skilled hands have been lett at home 
and they, while intoxicated and una- 
ble to perform their duties, have de- 
layed 
shipraefcts of necessities to 


the army on the continent.

against alcohol. 


The press and 
public favored 


drastic measures—in fact, total pro- 
hibition.

reached no decision in the matter, 
the question of total prohibition be- 
ing one *m which Parliament must 
vote. It is pointed out that to pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor only In the 
localities where men are engaged in 
the manufacture 
of munitions of 


war would cause a great outcry and 
that aside from total prohibition, ap- 
parently the only way of dealing 
with the subject is a further curtail- 
ment of the hours of sale. Some fa- 
vor prohibiting the sale of spirits, 
but allowing beer and wine. It is 
understood that the leaders in the

satisfied with 


nothing less than total prohibition. 


At a meeting of liquor dealers it 


was decided 
to ask 
Chancellor 


Lloyd-George to reduce the hours of 
the sale of liquor. Labor leaders 
also were asked to aid in this mat- 
ter. * 
BECOMING TOTAL 
ABST.UXER. 


Chancellor Lloyd-George's demand 


for some check on the liquor evil 
was so strong that King Ocorge vol- 
unteered to become an abstainer 
himself and to SPC that «o alcoholic 
beverages were dispensed in the pal- 
ace. 
He sent the following1 letter 


to Lloyd-George: 


"Dear Chancellor of the 
Ex- 


chequer: The king thanks you for 
the prompt report of the meeting of 
employers. His majesty has read it 
with intense interest and also with 
the deepest concern. He feels that 
nothing but the most vigorous raca»- 
t:rcs will successfully cope with the 


grave situation existing in our arm- 
ament factories. 


"We have before us the statement 


not merely of the employers, but of 
the Admirality and the War Office, 
yfhich are responsible for the muni- 
tions of war and for the transport 
of troops, 
food 
and ammunition. 


From this 
evidence it is without 


doubt largely due to drink that wo 
ars unable to obtain the output of 
war material indispensable to meet 
the requirements of the army in the 
field, and that there has been such 
a serious delay in. consequence of 
"the necessary 
re-enforcement 
of 


supplies to aid our gallant troops at 
the front. 


''A continuance of such a state of 


things must inevitably result m the 
prolongation of the horrors and bur- 
dens of this terrible war. I am in- 
structed to add that if it be deemed 
advisable the King will be prepared 
to-set an example by giving up all 
alcoholic liquor himself and by is- 
suing orders against its consump- 
tion in the royal households so that 
no difference shall be made, so far 
as his majesly is concerned between 
the treatment of the rich and the 
poor in this question.

and order liquor banished from his 
household. 
LABOR PROBLEM 
ISYOLTED. 


The drink question and the labor 


problem have become so closely re- 
lated since tho war began that both 
are now considered as one. Accord- 
ing to statistics compiled for the 
cabinet, workmen lost on an aver- 
age of three days a week through 
drunkenness. This state of affairs 
naturally cripples industries, espe- 
cially those that are turning out 
arms, ammunition and other sup- 
plies vitally needed by the army, it 
has also handicapped work in the 
ship yards and on the docks, where 
there is now a tremendous demand

for reliable labor to load and un- 
load merchant ships and transports. 


Newspapers today devoted almost 


as much space to the prohibition 
questions as they did to operations 
in the war zone. Most of them are 
in sympathy 
with the movement, 


but others ask for modified prohi- 
bition so that the public housekeep- 
ers will not lose entirely their sole 
means of livelihood. 


The government revenue from 


drink is about $200,000,000 a year, 
whereas the war is costing 53,000, 
000.000 a month. Thus the loss of 
$200,000,000 against 53,600,000,000 is 
.comparatively small * the prohibi- 
tionists argue, especially when one 
considers the added efficiency of the 
workmen in the arsenals and other 
war supply factories. War Secre- 
tary Kitchener declares the more 
guns and ammunition the British and 
French armies get during the next 
stage of the war. the quicker the 
hostilities will come to an end. 


Following is a part of the speech 


of Chancellor Lloyd-George that so 
stirred the British nation into action 
against a new foe: 


"We are fighting Germany. Au- 


stria and drink, and so far as I can 
sec. the greatest of these three dead- 
ly foes is drink," said the chancel- 
lor. 


It was stated that despite the fact 


that work was being carried on 
night and 'day seven days in the 
week, the total working time on the 
average in nearly all the British 
shipyards was actually less than bo- 
fore the war, and the average pro- 
ductiveness had decreased. There 
were many men doing splendid and

Someone has said that when a 


man starts to ride a hobby he 
should at once equip himself with an 
emergency brake, implying, as it 
were, that unless he makes provi- 
sion for an emergency brake he is 
headed straight for Matteawan or 
some kindred institution. 


But of recent date 
science has 


risen to dispute this theory. 


Take, for instance, the hobby or 


fad of collecting various varieties of 
fish suitable 
for home aquarium 


purposes. 
It is surprising to.note, 


say scientists, the latent qualities 
that will come to the -surface and 
unconsciously be developed in one's 
disposition. 


Also— 
Instead of encouraging mental ab- 


normality, the high-strung, nervous 
business man can get what he needs 
as a "let-down" or relaxation from 
tension and- worry when he goes 
home in the evening and spends an 
hour or so with his pets. 


The Prince of Monaco is a firm 


believer in this feature of the home 
aquarium,'and such eminent scien- 
tists and educators as Dr. David 
Starr Jordan, president of Leland 
Stanford University; Dr. R. W. Shu- 
feldt, head of the science bureau in 
Washington; 
Dr. Frank R. Liilie, 


professor ot zoology, University of 
Chicago, point out its advantage as 
well from the standpoint of an in- 
teresting, artistic study. 
GET THE 
HOBBT. 


"There is nothing to balance the 


mind better than a hobby," said Dr. 
Liilie. "and no bettor hobby than an 
aquarium. No fancier was ever suc- 
cessful without acquiring the habit 
of close observation which discloses 
an unlimited amount of detail in the 
bousing, feeding and caring for his 
subjects. 


"The business man whose nerves 


are all a-tingle from 
a strenuous 


day in the office—* day made up of 
numerous telephone calls, dictation 
of letters, and worry over matters 
financial—can get relief and relaxa- 
tion in the evening if he has a hob- 
by of rearing fish. It isn't acces- 
sary that he be inclined to be prod- 
igal in equipping his aquarium. A 
very satisfactory collection of both 
coldfish and tropical varieties can 
be brought together for a modest 
sum.

as a hobby. Let the business man 
build his own tank. He will point 
it out to his guests and say, 'I made 
it,' illustrating that trait or qualifi- 
cation in his disposition that indi- 
cates a well-balanced mind—that 
of producing something with his 
own hands." 


C. G. B. Schenk of the Milwaukee 


Aquarium Society, one of the best 
known authorities on fish cultiva- 
tion in this country, tells you how 
to eauip your acquarium: 


PLAOKfG 
EQUIPMENT. 


"To equip an aquarium we require 


sand and plants. 
Coarse 
sand is 


best for the plants. If the sand is 
fine and packs tight small pebbles 
may be mixed 
with it. Stones, 


shells and ornaments should bt> left 
out by the beginner. Food or dead 
snails collect in the crevices and 
decay, causing trouble if not prompt- 
ly removed. The cleaner the bot- 
tom of the tank the less chance for 
sickness among your fishes. 


"Put in a bottom of two or three 


inches of sand. Two inches at the 
front will be 
sufficient, but this 


depth may be increased to three at 


• the back, where most of the plants 
will be placed. 


"The object of the plants, aside 


from adding beauty to the aquari- 
um, is to provide oxygen for tho 
flshes. Water 
plants 
when in a 


healthy growing condition throw off 
oxygen 
"which 
the fishes must 


have to live; 
the 
flshes 
throw 


off a gas which the plants ab- 
sorb. Therefore, if you have suffi- 
cient plants to provide the fish with 
the necessary oxygen you have a 
self-sustaining aquarium, the water 
in which need never be changed. 


"Evaporation will take place, and 


occasionally you will have to fill 
your tank. But. let me repeat: When 
you have sufficient 
plants in your 


aquarium to provide the flshes with 
the required amount of oxygen you 
need never change the water. 
"This makes' it obvious that the 
more fishes you 
have the more 


plants you •will need. A better way 
to put it is: The less plants you 
have the fewer fishes you can suc- 
cessfully keep, for naturally there 
is a. limit to the number of plants 
you can place in your tank. 
Suffi- 


cient 
room 
must be left for the 


fishes to swim around comfortably. 


"There arc 
many varieties of 


plants that can be grown in an 
aquarium. Vallisneria 
and Sagit- 


taria are the best of all. They are 
easily grown and are good oxygena- 
t«rs. Cabomba is a good summer 
plant and Anacharis a good winter 
grower. There are many other va- 
rietes that add much to the beauty 
of the aquarium. 


"Place the aquartr.m where the 


sunlight will strike it. Plants need 
sunsriino. In midsummer, if the sun 
ia strong, the tank can be protect- 


ed by means of green tissue paper 
fastened to a light wooden frame. 
This ran be placed behind the 
aquarium when the sunlight is too 
strong. 
Too much sunlight will 


burn the plants. A little observa- 
tion will 
determine this. Usually 


there is not enough sunlight except 
in midsummer. 


HOW MAiS'T ' 
"DR. FISHES"? 


"The question which frequently 


arises is, 'How many fishes can I 
keep in my aquarium?' This ques- 
tion cannot bo answered 
satisfac- 


torily offhand. 
The best way for 


the beginner is to commence with 
two or three fisbos. When the plants 
have rooted and begun to grow more 
can be added, a few at a time, until 
you have reached the limit of your 
tank. 
This can best be judged by 


the action of the fishes. When they 
suck air at the top either the water 
is foul or there in a lack of oxygen, 
if you are satisfied that the water 
is pure you have too many fishes or 
too few plants. 
The 
condition 


should be adjusted. 


"Later, when you desire to keep , 


more fishes in your tank, or tanks, 
for many of us have a number, you 
will have to aerate tho number by 
means of a pump. 
Allow mo to 


.again caution against putting shells, 
corals, sharp stongs or ornaments 
the standpoini of good taste, but 
in the tank. It is questionable from 
more important is the danger of 
your fishes tearing theit>fms on the 
sharp edges."

By phr.r-' 
maohists it is dissolved in n mixture 
of water, p.lrohol and glycorin. and 
when painted on taffeta constitutes 
court plaster, an agrm onro much 
more commonly employed by sur-

Of Latin derivation is piscidia, the

dogwood, whose leaves,

Last, and by far the most impor-

It 
It is a pale. thin, yellow, fixed oil. 
with a unique flavor, extracted from 
the fresh livers of Gadus morrhua 
and several other species of cod. It 
contains traces of iodine, bromine, 
phosphorus and cholcstcrin: but its 
undoubted therapeutic efficacy- is 
probably due not to these but to its

U.S. SUBMARINE F-4 


Evidences of the heroism 
with 


which Die 21 members of the crew 
of the United States submarine F4 
must have gone to their death when 
the boat plunged to the bottom of 
the sea in the harbor of Honolulu 
recently are accumulating in dis- 
patches from the scene, quoting div- 
ers at work in an attempt to'rescue 
the sunken vessel. 


That every man remained a hero 


to the last is indicated by the re- 
port of Diver Agraz who descended 
far enough to peer into one of the 
portholes. 


The dim light to the men dying of 


suffocation must 
have 
reminded 


them of the surfq.ce above where the 
sun was shining, and of that space 
three hundred feet above 
where 


there was fresh air; the 
lack of 


which they were slowly dying from. 


With the exception of this 
one 


glimpse into the interior of the F4 
by this daring diver, the manner in 
which the entire crew met its death 
will never-be known in detail. 


How those brave men went to 


their death can only he surmised 
from their positions in the cramped 
interior of the submarine. All went 


_ to their deaths as heroes though 


there might have been the bark of 
an automatic pistol as some man, 
crazed by lack of air, his 
lungs 


paining and his blood almost burst- 
ing from his ear drums, took the 
shorter course to inevitable death" 


The F4 was one of the modern 


submarines of the 
United 
States 


navy and had been pronounced in 
perfect order a month before. Less 
than a month ago with other sister 
vessels of a submarine fleet she 
skimmed over the water of the har- 
bor of Honolulu with her periscope 
and just a part other deck showing. 
Her crew were in their neat uni- 
forms and her captain stood on the 
slippery .deck as they sailed. away 
fro.ni the cruiser that acts as their 
protector when they are above sur- 
face and at rest. 


The F4 and her sisters were well 


equipped with gasoline for the en- 
gines and tanks of oxygon, provis- • 
ions and water for the crew. It was 


• known by previous test that 
she 


could remain under water' a week 
on the air supply she contained al- 
though her provision stock would 
not last that long.

At a command from the captain 


the men descended down a ladder 
to the dark interior and took their 
positions in the cramped quarters, 
each man at his post. The port- 
holes were closed, the periscope ar- 
ranged satisfactorily, and the cap- 
tain took his place on the little nar- 
row bridge. At his signal the gaso- 
line engines turned, the propeller 
turned, all valves were tested and 
the engineer reported to the bridge 
through the speaking tube: "All 0. 
K." 


i 
The captain gave the signal . to 


v 
descend. The compartments on the 
sides were opened, the sea poured 
in and the vessel slowly 
settled. 


When she was so far below the sur- 
face that only a half foot of the- 
^rtscope was above 
water, 
the 


captain gave a signal to stop de- 
scending and full speed ahead. The 
F4 sped out into the harbor one of 
the most graceful of crafts that 
Uncle Sam possessed.

Down into the depths they plunged 
but they gained no sight of her for 
two more days. At last a black hulk 
was seen lying on the bottom of the 
sea, three hundred feet from 
the 


surface. That ship gave no signs 
of life. 
As far as observers were 


concerned it might have been some 
oid Spanish galleon, filled with gold 
and sent to the bottom many, many 
years before. 


After several hours maneuvering 


a submarine came close enough that 
the captain through his periscope 
could observe the "F4" mark paint- 
ed on her 
bow. The 
submarine 


quickly sped to the top and called 
lor help. The captain of the cruis- 
er wired the secretary of the navy 
lor help and through the United 
States was flashed the' information 
that a submarine of our navy had 
sunk and is crew o£ 21 brave souls 
was in peril.

The wireless was put in use and 


all of the vessels in that part of the 
world were sent to aid. 
Subma- 


rines arc provided with rings on the 
side so that in an emergency such 
as- the one the F4 experienced, oth- 
er vessels might lower 
grapling 


hooks and raise her to the surface. 
The rescue work was started with 
that dispatch that any member of 
the United States army or navy uses 
in going to the assistance of ono of 
their number in danger. It needed 
no playing of "Tho Star Spangled 
Banner" to urge these men to work 
fast in their efforts to raise tho 
sunken submarine before her crew- 
should die of suffocation. But their 
efforts were in vain. Several times 
It is believed the grappling hooks 
of cruisers on the surface caught in 
the deck rings of the sunken sub- 
marine but always an accident pre- 
vented .the lifting of the 
vessel. 


Several times the prongs 
of the 


grappling hooks 
broke 
for 
the 


F4 was in a position at the bottom 
of the sea with a water pressure of 
approximately 18,000 pounds to the 
square inch and she could not bo 
budged. More powerful craft 'with 
electric hoisting apparatus, heavy

W. C. Parks, a 
civil 
engineer,

mense diving bell. It is doubtful if 
any such bell, unless of tho heaviest 
metal obtainable, can possible re- 
sist the water pressure at the depth 
at which the F4 rested on the bot- 
tom of the sea. It was feared that 
the bell would be crushed in by the 
pressure. Before tho bell was oc- 
cupied by its builder in his at. 


tempt to rescue the- sunken ship, it 
was lowered to the bottom and then 
raised again to sec what effect the 
water pressure hart on it

depth even tho fishes have to have 
great protection against tho pres- 
sure. It is a known fact that when 
fish from such a depth arc brought 
to the surface they burst 
because 


the great pressure to which they

gasp. To the man and especially to 
a member of tho United States navy, 
trained to bravery in emergencies 
and taught to expect possible death 
as his possible reward for the de- 
fence of his country in times of 
war, death—death by such a means 
—brings a great mental agony. 


Above him. he knows, are other 


United States ships, with their hap- 
py care-freo crews. 
Far away on 


shore or hundreds of Americans 
enjoying themselves in freedom.

But there at the bottom of the sea 


were 21 stalwart sons of Uncle Sam. 
doomed to a terrible death and des- 
tined to face death like the iron men, 
the United States navy produces. 
If it had been on shipboard with 
national airs playing and a foe In 
sight these men would hava rushed 
into a thousand dangers and gladly 
gone to death for the defense of 
their country. But here they -were 
prisoners with aot even a glimpse 
of the sun to Hven them, to cheer 
them in their last hoars. If they 
had been in battlei, line ashore of 
behind the big gun, aboard ship thsy 
would have been contented; for a 
whistling steel shell, a death scream 
and all would be over. 


But now hours of agony faced 


them. For several days they had 
lived on scanty rations In the hopes 
they would not starve and that they 
might be rescued at any time, it 
they were still alive what Joy must 
have possessed them 
when they 


heard the grappling hooks pass otfer 


• the deck of their vessel. That 


sharp pronged hoot was as if the 
whole United States were lifting oqt 
its hand to aid them in their rescue, 
'What disappointment must hi.v« 
possessed them when the hook fell 
to the sea, 
having failed to catch 


their deck rings. 


By this time the air in the oxy- 


gen containers must have been quit* 
exhausted. Breathing -wcmto he dif- 
ficult The air laden with no nitro- 
gen and carbonic add must have 
pressed heavily on their lungs. 
Imagine them tearing open 
the 


bosom of their shirts as if to relievo 
the great pressure. Seated about 
with swollen lips, distended eyes 
and lungs paining as if a knife had 
been thrust through, these men 
must have sat about praying for 
tho end. The captain can he im- 
agined still at the bridge, standing 
as an officer must stand whife oa 
duty, yet with his head hent on his 
chest, his breath coming 
heavUy 


and his mind a blank. 


On him had rested the responsi- 


bility of tho lives o£ those 21 men. 
While they sat helpless in their 
places beside the shafts of the pro- 
pellers, he thought of all the ways 
ever employed by mechanics 
in 


such circumstances. 
The engineer 


backed him up in an effort to raise 
the vessel. But. there came a time 
when orders ceased to come from 
tho bridge and when the engineer 
was not prepared to heed them. The 
latter long since had sunk into a 
coma and was dreaming happily 
despite the hoa~ pressure of his 
lungs. Death was showing mercy. 
The tired captain, nis head sunk on 
his breast still stood half uncon- 
scious and also in a coma. His 
work was over when the hand of 
dea.th took charge of the wheel of 
that vessel, but death was slow, al- 
though it had Virnily given him the 
anesthesia of unconsciousness. 


Thus the crow of F4 went to its 


death.' Historians may add another 
chapter to the history of the United 
States when that hulk is raised «nJ 
the bodies recovered. 


THE SCIENCE OF WAR AGAINST THE LITTLE ENEMIES OF ORCHARD AND GARDEN 


The Advantage of Spraying Is That in Orchards That Have Been Systematically Protected, the Damage, Even in Years of the Greatest Infestation, Is Small, and Often Not 


Noticeable, While in Neglected Orchards the Damage Is Very Great—This Fact Emphasises the Importance of Continual and Perfect Spraying

When It costa less than 10 cents a 


tree to spray an apple orchard, the 
wonder Is that more are not eprayed: 
particularly the wonder grows when It 
Is a proven fact that the crop Is In- 
creased from 50 to 300 per cent by 
Intelligent spraying. 


The cost of spraying Is not easy to 


ascertain, or to make a general aver- 
age, because of thfi varying conditions 
In the orchard sprayed. An orchard- 
1st, who is supplied with all the mod- 
ern machinery, and who has a large 
number of trees, can naturally spray 
his trees at a smaller cost per tree 
than the man who Is handicapped by 
lack of equipment in a smaller or- 
chard. 


Ten cents per treo Is probably a 


very low figure, but the average farm 


The effectiveness of spraying Is the 


great thing. 
If It Is well done, the 


esults will be certain, but If poorly 
done, they will be uncertain. 
It will 


not <lo to spray half the buds, or 
hree-quarters, or even nine-tenths. 
md leave any portion unsprayed, If 
perfect success Is to be attained. 


The codling-moth, which probably 


does more harm to apple orchards 
than any other Insect, Is hard to reach.

to apply the spray at exactly the right 
timo to put him out of business. 


This Insect varies somewhat in its 


work, and It may be that for two or

his first meal; but It the poison has 
not reached the inside of the little 
cup, the worm will go on destroying 
the apple. 


If the sprayer waits until the little 


lobes close over the calyx-cup, natur- 
ally the poison cannot get Inside, and 
this Is the pnlnt of the whole matter. 
It Is necessary to spray before the 
cup cloaca. 


It has been demonstrated over and j 


over again, that where perfect spray- I 
Ing was done, from 82 to 96 per cent 
of all the first brood of the coddlltig- 
moth were killed. Also, this kind of 
spraying destroys some of the remain- 
Ing ones afterward, thus practically 
preventing a second brood. 


In order to get the poison Into the 


little calyx-cup It IB necessary to in- 
ject it with considerable force, be- 
cause the stamen bars are thick and 
tolerable stout, and form a «olld roof 
over the cup. 


If the spray Is put on as «. mtst, It 


lodges on the outside, and If thrown 
up Into the air to come down in fall- 
ng drops, it will strike this little 
roof, and roll off. Here's where the 
spray-nozzle comes In. 
This instru- 


ment sends a driving spray of fine 
flrnps. five or six feet before It breaks 
up Into a mist, and the nozzle must 
be held within a foot or two of the 
blossom. In order that the spray can 
icnetrate to th« very bottom of the 
cup. 


To do this thoroughly. It Is neces- 


sary to point the nozzle straight Into 
every blossom on the tree, and to do 
this the sprayer must stand on a 
platform high enough to reach into 
the blossoms, and he must then get 


A barrel-pump, operated by a man 


with a good muscle> will do the busi- 
ness thoroughly, and the two or three 
hours necessary to spray a good-sized 
orchard, «ven when repeated three 
times during the growing season. Is 
time that will bring Its reward from 
four to ten-fold. 


In some cases very good results 


have been obtained by a single appli- 
cation, but perfect results cannot be

reach those blossoms which point 
downward. 


Most of these bloesoms that point 


downward may be reached from the 
underside by turning the nozzle under 
thorn and directing the spray upward, 
Tho top of the spraying tower should 
be just high enough so that a man's 
head will como Just about to the level 
of the tops of the trees. This towar 
may bo placed on a wagon, and drawn 


and easily injured, and. therefore. If 
Bordeaux is applied, it ihould be re- 
duced to one-half strength. 


If Bordeaux is used when the fruit 


Is about ripe, the peaches will be 
discolored. Many orchardlsts use the 
colorless solution of copper-carbonate 
at this time, but it does not have a* 
good effect as the Bordeaux. 


In spraying for codling-moth, or 


other Insects, where arsenate of lead 
is used, care must be taken that the 
mixture be not too strong, and that it 
be not applied on very hot, dry days, 
as it undoubtedly injures the trees 
under these conditions. In some In- 
stances spray applied at such seasons 
Injures the foliage and causes it to 
drop. 
Arsenate of lead Is becoming moro 


popular every year, because It remain* 


down low enough eo that he can I from tree to tre«.

A Kansas orchardlst writes: 
"I 


cannot tell exactly the spraying cost 
on our orchard of 30 acres, but I 
know that the first year we sprayed 
our 10-year-old orchard we made 
three times as much money as ever 
before. 


"Last year we sprayed three tlmns, 


and did a good job. 
From these 


sprayed trees there were prar.ttr.ally 
no wind-falls, and no apples were 
even picked, or even sold from the 
ground. About half of our fruit from 
this orchard sold ns "fanc.lea," packer! 
in boxes. 
TVe would spray our or- 


chard If it cost $1 per tree." 


from It will not bo large, but this 
period of relief may be succeeded by 
ono in which the damage caused by 
this Insect Is tremendous. 


The 
whole secret of 
successful 


spraying is to get the poison In the 
place where the worms will naturally 
go to cut It. If that is done, the career 
of tho worm is ended, but if the 
poison Is applied to other parts of the 
tree, and the favorite hiding-places of 
the worm are not sprayed, it will go 
on eating its way into the heart of 
the apple, and the work of spraying 
will bo lost. 


If we examine a young apple when 


It is first forming, It will be seen that 
thore is a little hollow called the 
calyx-cup. 
This Is covered over by 


tho circle of stamens, and this, in 
turn, will be covered over soon attar 
the little apple forms by the flve little 
green lobes, which gradually close and 
[orm tho perfect roof over the cup 
beneath. 


The codling-moth lays its eggs on 


tho leaves surrounding tho clusters of 
little apples. Tho worms do not hatch 
out until several weeks after the llttlo 
apple fnrms, but as soon as they are 
out they hustle for a hiding-place, and 
they flml this in th« blossom end of 
tho HI 


They i'1-awl down between the little 


s through the stamens, to the 


very bottom of the calyx-cup, and 
thp.ro, secure from molestation, they 
proceed to eat their way into the 
tender seeds. 


Now It follows, that If the sprayer 


has done a good jf)b and injected the 
poison down to tho bottom of the. nup

They are known to 
feed largely on insects and mice and 
have, therefore, been designated by 
nearly all writers as being highly bene- 
ficial. This designation is most likely 
entirely proper, and yet the probability 
that the shrews also feed on beneficial 
insects and birds' eggs and fledgings 
should not be lost sight of.

vous, 
ill-tempered 
and 
rapacious. 


They do not hesitate to attack ani- 
mals larger than themselves and la 
confinement will kill and devour their 
fellows. 


Testing Duck Eggs. 


Duck eggs are very easy to test, be- 


cause the shells are. as a rule, very 
thin. At a certain stage of Incuba- 
tion, a duck egg presents a rather 
strange appearance, especially to one 
who is not familiar with such mat- 
ters.

The 
real thing in ivory is badly.wanted 
for billiard and pool balls and fabu- 
lous suras are waiting for the man, 
who can invent a substitute which 
will fill the bill better than the bone 
and composition stuffs being used 
now in place of elephant tusks. 


Recently the biggest billiard firm 


in tho world made an offer of $50,- 
000 for such a substitute, with roy- 
alties on tho side, which practical- 
ly would put a man in the million- 
aire class. Said their manager to 
the writer: 


"Yes. our company can easily af- 


ford to give a bonus of ?50,000 for 
an ivory substitute from which bil- 
Jiard balls can be made, and a big 
royalty, too. We also stand ready 
to give the inventor all possible aid 
in perfecting his work. The war in 
Europe is teaching Americans some 
big lessons. In all lines of endeavor 
we are trying to produce in this 
country all that we import. 
Why 


not manufacture a substitute for 
ivory? 


"No. it isn't because I have any 


fears of an immediate shortage in 
the production of ivory, although 
the war abroad will undoubtedly in- 
terfere with its importation to this 
country. 


"These." as ho held up two sau- 


cer-shaped bits of ivory, which fell 
from cither side of a baJl in the 
turning machine, "arc used in the 
manufacture of ivory ornaments. 
We sell these in Germany, but have 
been unable to make a shipment 
since the terrible conflict in Europe 
began. 


"In this room." leading the way to 


an immense sub-bsscmcnf. "we have 
more than 4<XOOO balls a!ready made. 
Each ball must he seasoned for a 
year or snoxo wider a temperature

of 70 degrees before it is ready for 
use. The temperature never varies. 
Even in .case of fire the air cham- 
bers around the room would pre- 
vent the. heat 
from 
affecting the 


balls. 


"Each piece of ivory from which 


a ball is made is taken 
from the 


center grain of the tusk to prevent 
it from cracking. It is then tested 
and .polished before it is laid away 
to season, the latter 
process re- 


quiring about one year." 


An idea of the demand for balls 


will be supplied in the following 
figures: 


Three million persons play pool 


and billiards every day; there arc 
70.000 rooms in the United States 
and more than 300.000 tables in use. 
To supply these tables 60,000 balls 
are needed annually. 
To produce 


this amount of ivory more than 30.- 
000 elephants must be slain, and be- 
sides this an immense quantity is 
obtained from animals which suc- 
cumb to natural causes. 


Tusks suitable for making bil- 


liard balls must be taken from ele- 
phans from 30 to 100 years of age. 
Each tusk produces three balls— 
that is, if it is five inches in diame- 
ter and perfect. The tusk, however, 
is purchased 
by weight, and is 


worth about $5.50 a pound. 


Until it is sawed into sections, or 


even until it is turned into balls, 
the quality cannot be <3ptermined. 
About 30 per cent of the finished 
product is found to be defective. 


For this reason billiard balls sell 


from ?45 to $60 for a set of three, 
and more than half a million dol- 
lars' worth of ivory is used 
each 


year in the making of ivory spheres 
for this popular game.

With 
this end in view, athletics an; al- 
ways encouraged, and baseball is 
one of the roost popular of athletic 
sports throughout the army. 


"Furthermore. I am keenly inter- 


ested in securing good clean men 
for the army, and feel satisfied that 
there is no better field for securing 
such men than among baseball play- 
ers." 


In the navy department word has 


been sent out t.o many of the offi- 
cials in charge of recruiting station* 


maintain is not equaled by a any 
amateur club in the country. 


Great is the advance of athletics! 
Not so long ago and the college 


professors were actually trying to 
legislate baseball and football and 
other games out of their institutions. 
No\v we have a college which posi- 
tively requires that a youth be a 
baseball adept to get a place in a 
class! 


Men who are enrolled as students 


in 
the 
Emporia, Kan., 
normal 


school for physical training, will be 
required to play baseball. No stu- 
dent will be excused from a certain 
amount of work on the diamond.

physical culture director of Colum- 
bia, N- Y., University. It is caused 
generally, by over-exertion during 
youth in athletic contests. 
High- 


school athletics are particularly 
subject to the affection. Lack of ex- 
amination before entering athletics 
is the principal cause. 
Palpitation 


of the heart, fainting spells and 
even curtailment of life is the result. 


But Prof. Meylan advises all boys 


and girls, also, to get into athletics 
early and stay in, even in a mild 
sphere. 
Properly supervised some 


form of physical exercise is desira- 
ble and necessary from the cradle t.o 


. the grave, according to this expert. . 


He has made athletics his life 


work and has examined the hearts 
of over 14,000 embryo athletes. Not 
one, he insists, of those found with 
sound, strong hearts and permitted 
to enter strenuous athletics, was ev- 
er hurt. 


According to the professor, bas- 


ketball is about the most strenu- 
ous exercise—for one's heart The 
short stops, sudden turns, and twists 
and arm exercise put a hard tax on 
the blood pump, and is no game for 
physical weaklings.
